CLEARING THE WAY FOR THE 
TARIFF COMMISSION BILL. 


THR RULES SUSPENDED AND A RESOLUTION 


ADOPTED MAKING THE MEASURE A 8PE- 


CIAL ORDER—THE DISTRICT CODE BILL 
FAILS—AN ALL-NIGHT WRANGLE OVER 
THE GENEVA AWARD. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—The Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means has at last succeeded 
in lifting the Tariff Commission bill out of the 
crowd of miscellaneous bills which surrounded 
iton the calendar of the Committee of the 
Whole, and it will be taken up for considera- 
tion within a few days, The action of the 
Republican caucus placed the committee in 


& disagreeable position, It’ prevented the 


committee from reporting the bill, which pro- 


vided for a reduction of internal taxes to the 
amount of about $65,000,000, because the 
greater part of that sum was to be taken from 


the tax on whisky and tobacco, The commit- 


tee could only report that part of the Carlisle 
bill which extends the time in which whisky 
can remain in bond without the payment of tax. 
The committee was not inclined to present a 
bill for the removal of the bank taxes and the 


taxes on matches, medicines, cosmetics, &¢,, and 


great difficulty would at this time atéend the 
formation and presentation of a bill for the 
reduction of the tariff. On the other hand, it 
was apparent that there wasa strong senti- 
ment in the House im favor of settling the 


commission question one way or the other, 


The Commission bill lay under 54 other bills, 
and no one could tell how difficult it might be 
to reach it. At a special meeting of the 
committee held this morning. the Chairman 
was instructed to asked the House to-day to 
suspend the rules and adopt a resolution mak- 
ing the Commission bill the first business to 
be considered when the House should go into 
Committee of the Whole. This was a happy 
theught. The adoption of this resolution 
would at one stroke elear away the 54 bills 
which obstructed the way leading to the Com- 
mission bill. But its passage would require a 
two-thirds vote. 

After the usual weekly introduction of bills 
to-day, the committees were called for motions 
to suspend the rules, An attempt to pass the 
District Code occupied nearly all the afternoon, 
pend it was quite late when the Ways and 
Means Committee was reached. The resolu- 
tion was then offered and it surprised many 
members, The anxiety manifested by Mr. 
Kelley and other members of the committee 
showed how important the resolution seemed 
to them to be. 

‘** Was the resolution unanimously approved 
by the committee ?’ asked Mr. Randall. 

Mr. Kelley replied that it was. 

** But some members of the committee were 
absent,” said Mr. Randall 

In answer to other questions, Mr. Kelley 
said that the committee would not restrict de- 
bate upon the Commission bill, but would 
leave that matter to the judgment of the 

House. The members of the Apprepriations 
Committee insisted that the Commission bill 
should not be allowed to interfere with appro- 
priation bills, and Mr. Kelley and Mr, Kasson 
readily yielded that point. Several Demo- 
cratic members asked if they would be ai- 
lowed to offer and secure votes upon amend- 
ments, and were told that that question must 
be answered by the Speaker and the House 
when the bill should be under consideration. 

“If the bill comes up and there is no power 
to amend it,’ said Mr. Cox, ‘‘it must then be 
sither beaten or passed. If it be passed, a re- 
vision of the tariff will be defeated. If it be 
beaten, we will be as badly off as we are now.” 

At last a yea and nay vote on the resolution 
was ordered, and, although two or three Dem- 
* ocrats tried to induce members on their side 
to refrain from voting, the resolution 
was adopted by a vote of 152 to 56. 
It may be assumed that many who voted 
for the resolution did not thereby commit 
themselves to a vete for the bill. It is believed 
that many opponents of the bill voted for the 
resolution, thinking that if the bill was to be 
defeated it must be defeated at once, in order 
to leave the way clear for direct legislation on 
the tariff. 

Seeing no opportunity for securing legisla- 

tion for the District of Columbia in any other 
way, the House District Committee endeavored 
to-day to pass the District Code under a sus- 
pension of the rules. Two or three weeks 
ago an attempt was made to consider this 
long bill at night sessiens, but only 30 or 40 
members attended, and an insurmountable ob- 
stacle was reached when the provision for 
a color line in the _ schools was 
taken up. The committee then selected 
the more important parts of the new Code, put 
them ina bill of 50 pages, and tried to push 
them through to-day. The rules for this 
method | of procedure allow only 30 minutes 
for debate, to be equally divided. Mr. Cox 
denounced an attempt to pass in this 
way a bill taxing everything in the 
city, from a circus to a Catholic 
‘school, and from a_ shuffle-board to a 
university, as a caricature upon law-making. 
He pointed to the provision reducing the li- 
cense fee for commercial agents, or drummers, 
from $200 to $100, and asked why the commit- 
tee did not altogether uproot this tax. The 
Nation paid one-half of the  District’s 
taxes, and outside commercial agents 
pught - not to be excluded. Mr. Ran- 
dali declared that the bill would destroy 
the usefulness of educational institutions, 
including Columbia College and Georgetown 
University. Mr. Skinner, ef New-York, was 
allowed only one minute anda half, but he 
said that that was sufficient time for the con- 
sideration of the outrageous tax upon commer- 
tial agents, which erected a Chinese wall 
against the honest men who would come here 
to sell goods. The Chairman of the District 
Committee asked his opponents why they had 
not attended the evening sessions in which the 
bill had been discussed, and held that they 
rould not fairly complain, now that there was 
no opportunity for debate. The attempt to 
pass the bill under a suspension of the rules 
was defeuted by a vote of 94 to 98. The license 
fee of $200 is now paid by 116 agents from 
Baltimore, 47 in the District, 28 from New- 
York, and 8 from Philadeiphia. Out of 417 
agents operating here none are exempt because 
their firms are manufacturers; 149 come from 
Wew-York, 103 from Baltimore, and 54 from 
Philadelphia. 

A motion to suspend the rules and adopt a 
resolution making the Geneva Award bill a 
special order for the fourth Tuesday in March 
aroused considerable opposition on the Demo- 
sratic side, and several motions to adjourn 
were made and voted down. When the ques- 
tion recurred on the motion to suspend the 
rules the Democrats refrained from voting, 
and the House was left without a quorum. A 
call of the House followed, and the Sergeant- 
at-Arms was ordered to bring in the absentees, 
All the evening was devoted to this business, 
and at midnight the House was still sittin 
without a quorum, there being no prospect o 
an immediate adjournment. 

At 12:10 another cali of the House was or- 
fered and proceeded with. The call having 
been concluded, and no quorum appearing, 
Mr. Reed, of Maine, suggested that the House 
adjourn, with the understanding thatto-morrow 
morning after the reading of the Journal, the 
House shall proceed to vote upor. a compro- 
mise Seen submitted by Mr. Hewitt, of 
New-York. This was agreed to, and accord- 
ingly, at 12:45, the House adjourned.

NEW-YORK APPOINTMENTS. 
COLLECTOR VAN HORN’S SUCCESSOR NAMED 
—AN EX-ASSEMBLYMAN GETS A PLACE. 

Wassineton, March 20.—The President 
to-day sent to the Senate the name of H. S. 
Pierce to be Collector of Internal Revenue in 
the Twenty-eighth New-York District, in place 
of Burt Van Horn. In January a powerful 
effort was make by the friends of Major 
Lill, of Rochester, to secure the place for 
him, and the credentials in his favor eon- 
tained not only the names of all the 
Congressmen in the collection district, 
but, in addition, the siguatures of Judges 


lawyers, business meu, and tax-payers. He 
was very ular among the veteraus, and all 
the soldiers in the district were enlisted in his 
behalf. Senator Larham. however. is said to 
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have opposed Major Hill and to have insisted 
upon the appointment of Mr. Pierce. Mr.Van 
orn, who came here to oppose his own re- 
moval, presented the record of his office, backed 
by a long array of the names of the best citi- 
zens of the district, and went away convinced 
that he would not be disturbed before June, 

In the same batch of nominations the Senate 
received the appointment of ex-Assemblyman 
T, N. Van Valkenburgh, of Lockport, to be 
Supervising Inspector of Steam Vessels for 
the Ninth District. Mr. Van Valkenburgh was 
nominated for this place by President Garfield, 
but failed of confirmation only for the reason 
that the nomination was not reached before 
the Senate adjourned, It is believed here that 
no opposition will be offered to his confirma- 
tion. He wasamember of the Assembly in

BUSINESS IN THE SENATE. 
A DEBATE ON THE LIFE-SAVING BILL—MR. 
BECK REPLIES TO MR. MORRILL’S 


TARIFF SPEECH, 


W asatneton, March 20,—Several speeches 


were made in the Senate to-day upon the Life- 
saving Service bill, which came up with 
amendments offered to provide for pensioning 


the men disabled in that service, and for the 
pensioning of the widows of men who may be 


lost in the performance of their duties. Mr. 
Conger pressed the bill ead amendments 
earnestly, but Mr. Sherman opposed the 
pension clause, believing it to bo unwise to 


establish a civil pension list. The friends of 


the amendments considered the expense so 
small that if was not to be at all extrava- 
gant, while it would seem parsimonious 
to refuse to give to underpaid men, who take 
their lives in their hands, the assurance of 


meagre provision for their families in case of 
the death of those upon whom they depend 
for support. Mr. Ferry advocated the bill 
with its proposed amendments. Mr. Plumb, 
who had been reading the bill attentively, and 
who had listened to Mr. McPherson’s com- 
Plaint that the surfmen were only paid $40 a 
month, said he could find nothing in the bill 
that referred to the surfmen, It seemed 
to him that if theso men, who 
bore the brunt of the service, were to re- 
ceive any benefit from the appropriation, they 
ought to be decorated with the honor of men- 
tion at least and a specific salary fixed for them. 
He did not want all the money to be paid to 
the Superintendents, the brigadiers of the ser- 
vice, The explanation was made by several 
Senators that it would be unwise to fix any 
specific sum for all surfmen, as some of them 
in certain districts were employed longer than 
surfmen in other districts. Mr. Miller, of 
New-Ycrk, spoke at some length in favor 
of the bill, making his first speech in 
the Senate. While Mr. Dawes was advocat- 
ing the bill and amendments, the hour allotted 
for the consideration of the bill expired and it 
went over. The peer clauses were not in- 
cluded in the bill which recently passed the 
House. The Morrill tariff commission bill 
coming uv as the unfinished business, Mr. 
Beck took the floor and made a vigorous speech 
in reply to the recent speech of Mr, Morrill. 
The Vermont Senator had directed many of 
his remarks at Mr. Beck. The Ken- 
tucky Senator, in replying, soon became 
so warm that he required two handker- 
chiefs to mop the perspiration from his face, 
so vehemently did he enter into the debate. 
He criticised Mr. Morrili’s speech as flippant, 
and his personal allusions as impertinent, ap- 
parently objecting to the name of “ free 
trader,’”’ which Mr. Morrill nad given him. He 
claimed to be a revenue reformer. It would 
have been better, he declared, for the Ameri- 
can people if men who made such arguments 
as Mr. Morrill had made had never been born 
atall, ‘*lam able,” he asserted. alluding to 
certain passages in Mr. Morrill’s speech, ‘‘ to 
take a broom and sweep out the slops he 
has cast into the Senate.’ {eferring to some 
talk by Mr. Morrill about Mrs, Partington, 
he said that if Mrs. Partington had a boy who 
could not make a better argument than the 
Senator from Vermonthe would deserve to be 
taken across her knee and spanked. Mr. 
Frye came in fora share of the animated crit- 
icism of Mr. Beck, and when asked directly 
to say whether Congress could pass a law to 
prohibit the importation of Bessemer steel, did 
notreply, but asked another question. Mr, Beck 
insisted upon a categorial answer before he 
he would answer further, ard as he did not get 
an answer he proceeded with his speech, which 
occupied two hours. With great rapidity he 
heaped statements of facts upon statements of 
facts, and illustration upon illustration, closing 
by producing some samples of woolen cloth, o 
which he gave the English and American 
prices, to show that tne huge tariff oppressed 
the consumer here. Mr. Morrill replied brief~ 
ly, inastrain that was mildly entertaining. 
After a few remarks by Mr. Hawley, in sup- 
port of the bill, the Senate went into execu- 
tive session,

SENATORIAL SNUFF-TAKERS, 
REMINISCENCES OF BYGONE DAYS IN A 

SPEECH BY THE VETERAN DOOR-EEEPER 

OF THE SENATE. 

Wasxineoton, March 20.—The Senate has 
presented a gold snuff-box to Capt. Isaac 
Bassett, Assistant Door-keeper, who has served 
as an Officer of the Senate for 50 years, and is 
now an active and fine-looking old gentleman. 
In the short address which Capt. Bassett made 
in acknowledgment of the testimonial, he 
presented some interesting reminiscences about 
Senatorial snuff-takers of earlier days 
‘When Martin Van Buren was Vice- 


President,” said he, ‘‘he was possessed 
of a gold snuff-box. He gave it to me in 
charge, to keep well filled with snuff and see 
that it was placed om the Viee-President’s table 
every day that the Senate was in session. At 
the end of every week thereafter he handed me 
50 cents to pay for the snuff. When his term 
expired I gave him the snuff-box. He left the 
city soon after, and forgot to give me the 50 
cents that he had always given me at the 
end of the week. Henry Clay was 
very fond of a _ pinch of _ snaff, and 
enjoyed it very much. He would often step 
in the midst of his speech and calla page to 
bring him a pinch of snuff, and if he could not 
see any one of the pages he would leave his 
seat and walk up to the Vice-President’s table, 
take up the gold snuff-bux, take a pinch, and, 
returning to his seat, resume his speech, Rich- 
ard M. Johnson and John Tyler were 
neither of them snuffers, and _ therefore 
1 bad te furnish my own snuff-box; but 
when George M. Dallas was Vice-President, he 
brought with him a very handsome gold 
snufi-box and gave it tome in charge, and af- 
ter his term expired I returned it to him. 
When Millard Fillmore was Vice-President he 
objected to having asnuff-box on the table of 
the Vice-President, because, in his opinion, it 
interfered with the business of the Senate. 
Senators would come up and stop to converse 
with each other, and disturbed him so much 
he could not hear what was going on in the 
Senate. Ever since that period there has been 

laced on each side of the Senate a sma!l snuff- 

ox fastened to the wall.’”’

BRONZE GUNS FOR MONUMENTS. 
THE DEMAND FOR CONDEMNED ORDNANCE 
GREATER THAN THE SUPPLY. 

WAsHIXGTON, March 20.—Congress began 
to enact Jaws 12 or 15 years ago giving con- 
demned bronze or iron cannon to various as- 
sociations, to be used in the erection of soldiers’ 
monuments or in casting statues in honor of 
distincuished Generals of the civil war. A 
large number of bills which give away cannon 
have been introduced during this session, and 
many ofthem are on thecalendar. A bill of 
this sort in behalf of a monument to Pres- 
iden Garfield was introduced, but the com- 
mittee decided to give a sum of money 
instead of the guns. Congressmen and the 
people who urge them to introduce-such bills 
ought to know the real condition of the supply 
of useless cannon. The Government has now 


only 281 condemned bronze guns, of which 217 
are in the arsenals and 64 in the forts, There 
are, however, 646 other bronze guns, service- 
able but obsolete. Any of these bronze 
guns can be in the manufacvwres 
of the Ordnance Department. They are 
worth 16 cents a pound, or abort $136,000, 
There are also 774 cest-iron guns. which are 
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either unserviceable or of obsolete model, and 
98 guns of steel or wrought iron in the same 
condition, These cannot be utilized in manu- 
factures by the Ordnance Department. The 
iron guns are worth 1¢ cents a pound, or about 
$65,000, and the wrought iron and steel guns 
10 cents a pound, or about $10,000, Sixteen 
laws were enacted in 1870, and many others 
since that time, providing for the contribu- 
tion of guns, but the guns have not yet been 
delivered. One of these laws, passed 12 years 
ago, gave 50 guns for the West Point monu- 
ment; another, eight guns to be placed around 
the monument in memory of Gen. Lyon. By 
other laws of that year, an indefinite number 
of guns were given away for use in 
making an equestrian monument in memory 
of Gen. Rawlins, and an indefinite num- 
ber were given to the Lincoln Monu- 
ment Association. In obedience to this law 
12 guns have been deliverred, and application 
has been made for 240 more, or nearly 300,000 
pounds of bronze. Under a similar law only 
35 guns have yet been given to be used by the 


Gettysburg Battle-field Memorial Association, 
Among the many associations which are enti- 


tled to guns under laws passed since 1870 are 
those in Providence, R. I., Eastford and Led- 
yard, Conn., Jersey City, and Syracuse, N. Y. 


THE COST OF GARFIELD’S ILLNESS. 
Wasurnoton, March 20.—The majority

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, March 20, 1882, 
The national bank notes received for re- 


demption to-day amounted to $283,000, 
The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $575,153 06, and from Customs $797,518 23. 
President Arthur’s first public reception 


will be held at the White House on the even- 


ing of Tuesday, March 28, The President will 
be assisted in receiving by the ladies of the 
Cabinet and by Mrs. U. 8. Grant. 

The resolutions recently reported from the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections, allow- 
ing Senators Butler and Kellogg $8,500 and 
$0,500, respectively, for expenses incurred in 
defending their titles to seats, were adopted 
by the Senate to-day. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee this morn- 
ing took up the nomination of Judge Samuel 
Blatchford to be an Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court, and unanimously agreed to 
report it baekto the Senate with the recom- 
mendation that it be confirmed. 

Letters, petitions, and applications of all 
sorts bearing upon the case of Sergt. Mason 
come to the President in every mail and from 
all parts of the country, A larger number 
than usual arrived to-day. They are being 
properly arranged and will, at the proper 
time, be referred to the Secretary of War. 

Treasury officers say that no checks for in- 
terest on Government bonds have been sent to 
the wrong persons or erroneously collected. 
The check probably referred to in the Philadel- 
phia case was a remittance for bonds sent for 
redemption, and the letter containing it, which 
went astray, was addressed exaetly as the 
owner had requested. 

Mr. Hubbell, of Michigan, introduced a bill 
in the House to-day abolishing the stamp tax 
on bank checks, drafts, orders, and vouchers, 
the tax on bank capital and deposits, the tax 
en matches, perfumery, medicinal prepara- 
tions, and other articles embraced in schedule 
** A,” following section 3,487 Revised Statutes, 
except such medicinal bitters, cordials, or 
other similar preparations shall contain 20 per 
cent. or more of proof spirits. lt also reduces 
the taxon cigars from $6 to $5 per 1,000, and 
makes the same reduction upon cigarettes 
weighing more than three pounds per 1,000, 

A bill was introduced by Mr. Beach, of New- 
York, to-day appropriating $10,000 to be ex- 
vended under the direction of the Secretary of 
Var for the erection of a suitable memorial 
shaft at Washington’s head-quarters at New- 
burg, N. Y., and also -— dollars to aid in de- 
fraying the expenses of tne centennial cele- 
bration to be held at that place in 1883 to com- 
memorate the proclamation of peace, the dis- 
handment of the Army, and Washington’s re- 
fusal to entertain the proposition to proclaim 
him King. 

The House Committee on Private Land 
Claims agreed to-day to report favorably the 


bill confirming the title of William McGarra- 
han to the tract of land known as the Rancho 
Panoche Grande in California. The bill pro- 
vides that all persons who have in good faith 
obtained title under the public land laws 
of the United States to any portion of 
said tract shall not be disturbed, 
but that McGarrahan shall be reimbursed, 
therefor, and for this purpose the bill 
provides for the appointment by the President 
of a comnnission, who shall take testimony, 
summon witnesses, and administer oaths ac- 
cording to the rules of practice in courts of 
eguity, and shall report their findings to the 
Secretary of the Interior, who shall issue 
scrip for lands of the United States (not min- 
eral) equal in value to the portion of the grant 
already disposed of by the United States. The 
bill also gives McGarrahan the right of appeal 
to the Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia, and eventually to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, if he shall be dissatisfied 
with the findings of the commission.

CINCINNATI, March 29,—The death of Bar- 
tholomew Desmond, who was first reported mur-

When found he was dead, and a_ knife 
wound was discovered under the arm, not 
in the thigh as at first reported. He had 
a case-knife in his vest pocket, the blade 
pointing upward in the direction of the 
wound, and it was at first thought that 
he had fallen on it and wounded him- 
self, but the testimony of the physicians at the 
ost-nortem was that it was impossible for this 
knife to have caused sucha wound, and to have 
remained in the man’s pocket, besides it has been 
sbown that Desmond’s life was threatened by sev- 
eral men last night, one of whom, named Egner, 
who was connected with the Sehilling murder of 
several years ago, has been arrested.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


IRISH OUTRAGHS AND PARLIA- 
MENTARY PROCEDURE. 

THE CLOTURE AGAIN UNDER DISCUSSION IN 
THE HOUSE OF COMMONS—THE IRISH 
PARTY TO OPPOSE THE MBASURE—RE- 
PORTS OF OUTRAGES IN VARIOUS PARTS 
OF IRELAND. 

Lonpon, March 20.—The debate on the 
proposed rules of Parliamentary procedure 
was resumed in the House of Commons this 


evening. Mr. Gladstone stated that he 
would move that the first seven and the 
last two rules be standing orders. The 
Marquis of Hartington, Secretary of State 
for India, declared that the cléture proposal 


was nothing more than a modification of exist- 


ing restrictions on debates. The effect which 


the resolution would have, he said, had 
been greatly exaggerated. The Government 
were unable, under the present system, to carry 


on the business of the country with dig- 


nity and effect, If other persons thought 


they could do so the Ministry would with 
pleasure resign, but so long as the Ministry re- 
main responsible they must appeal to the 
House to give them those powers which alone 
are sufficient for the conduct of business, The 
debate was adjourned.

Sampson, publisher of the Referee, the Judges 
discharged the rule nisi and affirmed the pre- 
vious verdict, but stayed exeeution for a 
week upon the payment of £1,500 into the 
court so as to allow the defendant an 
opportunity of appealing. Both Justices 
{ athew and Cave), in discharging the rule 

ora new trial, held that the defendant was 
not entitled to give evidence as to alleged pre- 
vious misconduct of the plaintiff, as the plain- 
tiff would thereby be placed in the greatest 
difficulty in the hands of any unscrupulous 
and vindictive defendant, and that the heavy 
damages were justified by the vindictive spirit 
in which the action was defended. 

A dispatch from Zara, Dalmatia, states that 
the insurgents have captured a.Jlarge provision 
train between Mostar and Nevesinje. 

Sir Charles Dilke, Under Fereign Secretary, 
replying to a question in the House of Com- 
mons this evening, said the Government was 
awaiting a report from Mr. West, the British 
Minister at Washington, to see what bearing 
the bill before Congress for the abolition of 
differential duties on tea and coffee from pos- 
sessions of the Netherlands would have on tea 
and coffee produced in British possessions.

THE FRIGHT ABOUT THE WEEVIL—FEATURES 
OF YESTERDAY’S MARKETS. 


Cu1caGco, March 20.—The trade was scarcely 


surprised to-day to see about 200,000 bushels of 
corn in the Danville elevator posted “out of con- 
dition,” but a good many persons were surprised 
to see the statement that ¢he corn isina “* heating 
condition and affected by weevil.” They declared 
it to be simply impossible. They said that the 


weevil never attacked damp grain; it had to be 


perfectly dry to invite his ravages, and then he 
only took the germ, spoiling the grain for seed, but 
not otherwise hurting it. Indeed, the modern 
miller eliminates the germ from wieat about as 


carefully as the insect does, The ehfef point made 
was that ifthe corn was infested by weevil it was 


not hot, and, therefore, ought not to haye been 


posted. To this position a practical rejoinder is 
understood to have been made, in the shape of de- 
elaring all the No. 2cornin the Danville elevator 
out of condition. This, it done, will take off the 
market about 200,000 bushels in addition to that 
posted to-day, One operator said that the corn 
crop of 1865 was as ‘dry asa bone,” and inthe Fall 
of 1866 it accumulated in New-York for want of an 
outlet. The following winter about 4,000,000 bush- 
els of this old corn was infested by weevil and was 
rated as worth very little, but the following April 
it was all taken at about $1 42 for export, and no 
fault was found with it by the foreign buyer. In 
fact, the foreign buyer would rather take weeviled 
eee than damp grain, as he well knows it cannot 

»e both; the lesser evil is regarded as a guarantee 
against the greater. 

The receipts posted to-day covered those dated 
from July 27 to Sept. 20 in last year. ‘The proprie- 
tors of the National Elevator declined to-day to 
ees any of the corn in that house until they shoula 

ear from the Inspection Department. Some of 
the grain was objected to and the committee went 
to examine itin the afternoon, It is understood 
that these gentlemen "‘ passed” the grain and that 
it was accepted by the shipper. Two vessels were 
chartered to load corn to-day, one for Buffalo and 
the other for Cleveland, the aggregate pe- 
ing 74,000 bushels. The Cleveland rate is 2 
cents, but the rate on _ that chartered for 
Buffalo was not made known, as was the 
case with those chartered on Saturday. The ship- 
per in each instance announced that no rates had 
been made, and that the object in engaging 
the vessels at this time was to secure the prom- 
ise of removal of the corn in the eleva- 
tors, and thus escape damage and deprecia- 
tion apprehended from the weevil visitation. 
It is understood that the aggregate of corn 
in cribs and warehouses at depots along the North- 
western Railroad and its branches is about 750,000 
bushels, The aggregate on these lines and the 
Rock Island and Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
was about 25,000,000 bushels a year ago. Now the 
largest estimates only give a total of about 
8,000,000, or scarcely one-third as much, while the 
average estimates only make it about one-quarter 
as much asa year ago. 

On ’Change to-day, corn was stronger and less 
active, though not so dull as wheat. The market 
for May advanced 114 cents from the latest quota- 
tion of Saturday, and closed firm. London re- 
ported a decline of 8d. per quarter, probably in 
consequence of the excitement here at the closing 
last week, and our receipts were larger, while 
Peoria was reported to have received about 190,000 
bushels. But there was less corn posted than it 
was expected there would beif any were posted. 
The scare had exhausted itself. Shippers were 
willing to take the posted corn at a dis- 
count of 1 to 1% from the price of regu- 
ar No. 2, closing at 6%. Shippers also wanted 
other corn toa liberal extent and all grades were 
strong. Spring wheat was slow and steadier, the 
British telegrams said stronger, but our receipts 
were again larger than the recent average, and the 
weather continued mild, while New-York was 
firmer, though quiet. The chief point in our mar- 
ket was an absence of outside orders, This was 
ascribed by some to Saturday’s excitement in corn, 
which was supposed to have made some outside 
parties afraid to operate until it shall be seen 
whether or not the weevil has got into the 
wheat bins. It is not certain, however, 
that this had anything to do with the 
duuiness. The Apri eal has been so far settled 
up thet the longs are simply holding off for former 
figures, and this tends to make others hold aloof 
from the longer futures until they see indication 
of adecided movement. Parties who survey the 
situation said that the movement last week may 
be expected to give a big decrease in our next 
statement of visible supply, and this point sus- 
tained the market against the weakening due to 
increasing receipts. A leading commission firm 
here has the following from Kansas City, dated Sat- 
urday last: *‘We have your inquiry about chinch. 
We hear of old chinch-bugs flying about; discovered 
one in our office yesterday, and whatever reports 
have been in circulation probably spring from this, 
but the Young bugs who do the damage have not 
appeared. Missouri farmers are very hopeful that 
the very wet Fall destroyed many of the eggs. The 
very warm weather of the latter part of February 
may have hatched out some more eggs. Have 
beard that this was the case, but if true the storms 
of the early part of this month must have 
destroyed them, and we have had no weather 
since that would hatch the eggs. Missouri farmers 
who suffered last year are apprehensive of trouble 
if the Spring is very dry. but we do not hear that 
Kansas farmers fearthem. It is too early to have 
damage already done.”" Also the following from 
Greenwood, Neb.: “Our corn is going to 
Atchison, Kan., for feed in Missouri and 
Kansas. Weather fine, Farmers are seeding.” 
From Kansas City, Mo.: “Wheat {s looking 
splendid. The snow the first week in Mar h 
was a great benefit, as it checked a too rapid 
growth, and furnished moisture to the plant which 
now looks very strong, covering the ground well, 
enabling it to thrive even with very dry weather.”’ 
From Red Cloud, Neb.: “Farmers are busy seed- 
ing, the weather is fine, warm, and Spring-like. 
Corn in this section and Northern Kansas is very 
scarce. I saw farmers in town to-day paying 65 
cents to 70 cents for corn, hauling it to the coun- 
try, seven or eight miles, to feed. Shall not be sur- 

rised to see corn sell for 80 cents in this section 

efore Aug. 1.”’ 
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PLEADING FOR ROBERT MARTIN. 

Trenton, N. J., March 20.—In the Court of 
Chancery this afternoon, ex-Judge Titsworth, 
eounsel for Robert Martin, who was sentenced to 
be hanged at Newark for the murder of his wife 
and child, who was reprieved by Gov. Ludlow un- 
til March 30, and whose sentence the Court of Par- 
dons twice refused to commute to imprisonment 


for life, made application for a writ of error, 
which if granted willact as a stay of execution. He 
based his application upon two grounds: First, 
that the indictment was insufficient and defective, 
because it did not set out thatthe kiiling was ** de- 
liberate,’ whereas the statute defines murder in 
the first degree to be killing * willfully, neerpgiewn «© 
and deliberately,” &c. The indictment merely 
says “ willfully, feloniously, and of malice afore- 
thought.”” He insisted that the only ver- 
dict that could be rendered under the indict- 
ment was one for murder in the second dogree. 
The second ground was that Dr. Read, who had a 
conversation with Martin on the night of the mur- 
der, was allowed to read a memorandum of a con- 
versation with Martin froma copy from certain 
notes taken by him at the time, which had been ar- 
ranged so as to ‘‘make a straight, smooth story.” 
Ex-Judge Titsworth argued that the words used 
were not those used by Martin, and the memoran- 
dum caused the jury to believe that Martin was in 
a frame of mind a short time after the murder to 
give a clear, connected, and cool statement of the 
crime. Prosecutor of the PleasG. N. Abeel re- 
plied insisting that the indictment was good and 
effectual, and that the word “ deliberate” was sur- 
lusage; also, that the notes referred to by Dr. 
Read were used solely for the purpose of refresh- 
ing his memory. Chancellor Runyon said the case 
was one that required immediate action, and he 
would look into it to-night.

Boston, March 20,—The joint Special Com- 
mittee of the City Council to which was referred 
the estimate of the Auditor of the amount of 
money required to defray the expenses of the city 
of Boston and County of Suffolk for the ensuing 
financial year, reported to the Board of Aldermen 
to-night a net reduction tn the estimate of $888,- 
111, and a total tax for the city and county expenses 
in 1882, exclusive of the State tax, of $9,406,265—an 
increase of tax for 1882 over that of 1881, exclusive 
of State tax, of $972,983.

Mr. Roosevelt called for the recommittal 
to the Railroad Committee of Mr. Engle’s Terminal 
Warehouse bill, which has been so sharply criti- 
cised of late. In the absence of Mr. Engle 
the matter was laid over. Mr. Patten’s 
bill, giving municipal laborers in_ cities 
of upward of 100,000 {inhabitants $2 per 
day, come up for consideration. Mr, Roose- 
velt opposed it, taking the ground that increased 
taxation for New-York was involved. The House 
was ina humor to pass anything, as it always has

Members 
of the Jersey City loeal boards were also in attend- 
ance. Counselors Fleming and Ransom submitted 
a brief of the legal aspect of the case at the reanest 
of a meeting of citizens held a few nights 
ago. Malcolm W. Niven, the Corporation 
Attorney of Hoboken, also submitted a 
brief on behalf of the people of Hoboken. 

The papers submitted by Counselors Fleming and 

Ransom contend that the right of Jersey City and 

Hoboken to lay streets to the river-front had been 

already adjudicated by the court. In the suit 

brought by Hoboken City, the right to lay streets 

over the filled ground of the Hoboken Land and 

Improvement Company had been adjudicated in 

the State courts, one after the other, until all had 

affirmed it. The Jersey City case against the vart- 

ous railroad companies that have taken up her 
water-front was substantially the same as that of 
Hoboken against the Land and Improvement Com- 

pany. The decision in the Hoboken case, it is 
claimed, establishes the right of Jersey City and 

Hoboken to extend their streets. 

The Hon. Leon Abbett presented the salient fea-° 
tures of the controversy briefly, and addresses were!) 
also made by ex-Mayor Van Reypen, Eneas Fitz- 
patrick, and George Morrison. One of the speak- 
ers declared that the people of Jersey City'are so 
excited over the attempt to rob them of their 
rights through this bill that they are liable to break 
into insurrection. The Governor dropped no inti- 
mation as to the action he may take on the bill, 
but the citizens are hopeful ofaveto.

DE LONG’S SUFFERING MEN 


—_—_~——- 
THEIR TERRIBLE JOURNEY IN THE 
WILDS OF SIBERIA. 


A REPORT FROM ENGINEER MELVILLE TO 
SECRETARY HUNT—HIS BRAVE SEARCH 
FOR HIS LOST COMMANDER—LIEUT. DE 
LONG’S RECORDS GIVING DETAILS OF HIS 
MEN’S HARDSHIPS. 

Wasuineton, March 20.—The Secretary of 
the Navy this morning received the following re 
port from Engineer Melville: 


laxutsk, Siberia, Jan, 6, 1882, 
The Honorable the Secretary of the Navy, Navy De 

partment, Washington, D. C.: 

Str: I have the henorto report my arrival at thi¢ 
place on the 30th December, 1881, and would re- 
spectfully submit the following report of events 
subsequent to the dispersion of the three boats of 
the Jeannette on tne night of Sept. 12,1881 during a 
heavy north-east gale and when only 50 milea 
north-east of Boukin, our destination. The events 

rior to that date are mentioned in the record of 
Pent. De Long, United States Navy, copies of which 
are herewith inclosed and marked 1, 2, 3,and4. In 
accordance with the orders of Lieut. De Long, 
under date of Aug. 5, 1881, (a copy inclosed, No. 
5,) proceeded to the Lena River. Made land on 
Sept. 16. Found there three natives on Sept, 19, 
and reached a settlement called Bukoff on 
Sept. 26. The ice was making in the 
river, and the natives informed me that 
we could not proceed south until tke 
sliding season commenced, which would be in 
about 15days. On the next day I made an effort 
to get up the river with three native pilots, but 
after grounding very often the pilots insisted on 
returning, and the condition of the party did not 
warrant me in advancing, for most of us were 
very much exhausted, were suffering from frozen 
feet and legs and lack of fond, the majority being 
unable to walk. The natives gave us quarters and 
a limited quantity of fish and decayed geese. On 
Oct. 8 a Russian exile named Koosmah Guymayeft 
discovered us accidentally. He gave us salt and 
all the food his scanty supply allowed, and 
agreed to goto Belun and inform the commandaat 
of that place of our presence and obtain food 
and transportation. He started on Oct. 15, and 
was to have returned in five days, but did not re- 
turn until Oct. 29, when he brought a small supply 
of food and reported that the commandant would 
be at Bukoff on Nov. 1 with deer and sleds to 
carry the whole party to Belun. On his 
way back, on Oct. 26, Koosmah met twa 
of the first outter’s crew at Kumouk 
Snaka, and they gave him the brief note 
a copy of which is herewith enclosed (marked No. 
6.) Limmediately started with dog sleds for Belun, 
hoping to intercept the commandant on the way, 
but he had reindeer, and traveled by a different 
route. Master John W. Danenhower, having recov- 
ered the use of his eyes, was placed in charge of 
my party, with orders to follow me to Belun as 
soon as transportation could be obtained. I ar- 
rived at Belun at 5 P. M. Nov. 2, and found the twa 
men in a very exhausted condition. From them ] 
learned the following particulars of What trans. 
pired subsequent to Oct. 1, the date of the latest of 
Lieut. De Long’s records: (See inclosure No. 4.) 

The party crossed the Lena to the west bank on 
Oct. 1, ata Summer hunting lodge called Usteréa, 
The toes of Seaman Erickson having been ampu- 
tated, he was placed upon an improvised sl 
which was hauled by his comrades, several o 
whom were hardly able to walk, owing to frozen 
feet and legs. They proceeded south slowly for 
two days, and crossed asmall branch of the Lena, 
which they had to wade. On Oct. 6 they stopped 
at a small hut, where Erickson died the next 
day and was buried in the Lena. By this time 
they were in a deplorable condition, having eaten 
thelr last dog-meat and being on an allowance of 

three ounces of alcohol per man per day. They 

proceeded sonth until Oct. 9, when Lieut. De Long 
decided to send two men ahead to seek relief. 

The feet of Ninderman and Noras were better than 

those of the others, and they were sapplied with 

their blankets and Remington rifles (40 rounds of 
ammunition) and six ounces of alcohol, which was 
@ per capita division of the whole stock of the lat- 
ter. They were ordered to proceed south on 
the west bank of the Lena, and to send 
relie? if found, being told that the 
others would follow their footsteps. When 
the two men started, the party was at halt on the 
north bank of a large western braneh of the Lena. 
The two men ascended that branch about five miles 
to make acrossing, and then traveled so east toa 
hut known by the two crosses and situated on thé 
Lena bank. (See chart herewith inclosed marked 
No. 7.) After 14 days of intense suffering 
and slow progress, they reached Bulcour, and were 
found by three natives, who supplied them with 
food and transported them to Beiun by deer sleds, 
arriving at that place Sept. 27. The commandant 
of Belun took good care of them, but was unable 
to understand them. He gave them material and 
they wrote a long dispatch addressed to the 
American Minister at St. Petersburg, which the 
commandant took with him to Bukoff. Mr. Danen: 
hower immediately sent it to me by special courier, 
together with an order from the commandant to 4a 
subordinate at Belun tofurnish me with an outfit 
and appointing Banoulok as a rendezvous, af 
whieh place I met him and the remainder of m 
party on Nov. 5. Had consultation wit 
commandant, ordered Mr. Danenhower to 
proceed south with all the party except 
James H. Bartlett, first class fireman, who was ta 
remain at Belun to communicate with me, and ] 
started north on that evening. Nov. 5, to the relief 
of Lieut. De Long, having with me two natives an 
two dog trains, with provisions for 10days. Stop 

at Kunack, Surka, Nov. 5. Traveled 50 versts Nov. 
6, and reached Bulcour. Found two deserted honseg 
and traces of the two men, Ninderman and Noras. 

Weather-bound Nov. 7; traveled 65 yersts on Nov. 

8; examined small hut where the two men had 
slept and where a number of sieds were stowed. 
Slept in snow-bank that night; Nov. 9, travelea 83 
verts, visiting the huts at the two crosses, 
the shoal at Astolira, and reaching Motrai after 
midnight. The next morning I found in the 
hut a waist-belt that had been made 
ou board the Jeannette, and there were cood indi- 
cations that one or two of Lieut. De Long’s party 
had slept in the hut. On Nov. 10, our provisions 
running short, I decided to goto Upper Belun, a 
distance of 120 versts to the north-west, in order to 
renew them. Reached Upper Beiun about mid 
night on the 11th, having stopped at the deserted 
hunting station of Cath Conta, on the 11th, and also 
having visited eight huts on the route. Considerable 
stale fish and deer meat were found at Cath Conta, 
but no signs of itorthe huts having beeu visited 
by De Long’s party. On my arrival at Upper Beiun, 
the natives brought me Lieut. De Long’s record, 
dated Oet. 1, (see inclosure No. 4.) and I learned 
that others had been found. I sent to a neighk- 
boring village for them and the next mors- 
ing records dated Sept. 22 and 2%, with 
a Winchester rifle, were brought to me. On Nov. 
| 12 were weather-bound. The only provisions to be 
,» obtained were deer meat and fish, there beinga 
searcity of the latter, the natives having to send 
250 versts for their own supply. On Nov. 13 I ob- 
tained four days’ supply of fish, and, with 
fresh dog teams and natives, started for Bal- 
lock, a hut in which record No. 2 and 
‘the Winchester rifie were found. Slept there that 
night; found both huts filled with snow. On Novy. 
14 I followed the east bank of the Lenato the 
*coast; followed the coast about three miles to the 
east and found the cache that had been made by 
Lieut. De Long on Sept. 19, 1881. I made a thor- 
ough search and gathered up everything. The 
sleighs being too heavily laden to carry it, 
I searched for the boat both east and west 
of the cache fora distance of five miles each way 
and to a distance of one and a half miles off shore 
and saw no signs of it. The ice was very much 
broken and was shoved up in masses to within 2% 
feet of the cache. I returned about midnight ta 
Ballock and to Upper Belun the next day, 
Noy. 15, during a heavy storm. Was obliged 
to wait there two days to rest and feed 
the dogs. During this time I overhauled every: 
thing obtained in the cache, and the following is a 
_correct list, viz.: One box, containing refuse 
medical stores; one box of smaili articles, (mess 
geai;) one box for navigation books and sextant; 
“one box chronometer, two tin cases containi 
four log-books, two cook-stoves, two pleces ‘el 
rope, seven old sleeping bags condemned, 
one lot of old_ clothing, (worn  out,) 
one Winchester rifle, one repeating rifle, 
(both rpee one boat breaker, one boat bucke 
one box specimens from Bennett Island. (N. B.— 
Some of these articles were left at Upper Belun and 
the others were taken to Iakutsk.) There was no 
list of articles found in the cache, but record No. 1 
*was found in the navigation box. 

On Nov. 17 I left Upper Belun with fish for 16 
days’ food, and with three dog teams, driven by 
three natives. I visited the place at which De 
Long’s party crossed the Lena, and traced the party 
to Sixteraneck, from which place I wished to 
search for the hut in which Erickson died, 
but there was a storm raging, and tie 
‘natives insisted on returning to either Be- 
lun or Upper Belun, because there was 
a lack of food, and the dogs refused to work. We 
haa only raw frozen fish to eat, so I determined ta 
return to Belun, and arrived there Noy. 27ina 
nearly exhausted condition; feet, hands, legs, and 
face badly frost-bitten, having been 10 daysina 
continuous storm, remaining two nights and one 
day in one hole in a snow-banz without shelter of 


. any kind. 

From ‘my knowledge of the country and from 
the evidence of Noras and Nindermaa I am con- 
vineed that Lieut. De Long and party are some- 
where to the westward of the Lena and between 
Sixteraneck and Bulcour, which are separated by 
an extent of about 150 versts of barren and deso- 
late region, devold of all su ce. To 
searsh that region a large force will be re- 
quired, with proper authority from the Russian 
official. Itherefore came to this place to commn- 
‘nicate with the United States and immediately, 
with the aid of the authorities, to organize 
ing parties. In the meantime, the 
Belun is searching with ali the force his town 
affords. The Governor cf this Province bas sent 3 
‘ general order throughout the entire region, from 
_ the Lena to Kolyma, to sexrch for, and render as: 
sistance to, both parties that are lam 
‘mow completing my arrangements and will stari 
- north ina few da:

17, The remaining six arrived 
ere yesterday. The general health of the whole 
arty is excellent, but Mr. Danenhower’s eyes are 
ly affected. John Cole,seaman, suffers from aber- 
- on of the mind, and Hubert Leach, seaman, from 
‘ozen toes, To-morrow Mr. Danenhower, with 
nine men, will proceed to Jakutsk and thence to the 
Atlantic sea-board. I will keep Joseph H. Bartlett, 
first class fireman, and W. F. © 
an, with me. Mr. Danenhower will carry to the 
nited States the records and the artieles found in 
the cache. I have sent you this day a telegram to 
that effect. i 
In conclusion, I desire to call the attention of the 
department tothe upright and manly conduct of 
Master J. W. Danenhower, who cheerfully ren- 
ered the most valuable assistance under the most 
trying circumstances, and whose professional 
owledge I availed myself of on all occa- 
sions. We were in perfect accord at all 
times, although an unfortunate circumstance 
deprived him of his legitimate command. The 
conduct of First Class Fireman Joseph H. Bartlett 
is worthy of special notice; his superior intelli- 
genee, cheerful disposition, and energy is highly 
commendable. Also to Seaman Hubert Leach, 
who was at the helm for 11 hoursin the gale, during 
which time his feet and legs were badly frozen, 
after which he worked manfully at the oars with- 
out a murmur, enduring the most intense pain.

1879. A record was left about one-half mile north 
of the southern end of Simonski Island, 
buried under a_ stake. The 383 persons 
composing the officers and crew of the 
Jeannette left that island in three boats 
on the morning of the 12th inst., (one week ago.) 
That same night we were separated in a gale of 
wind, and I have seen nothing of them since. 
Orders had been given in event of such accident 
for each boat to make the best of its way 
to a settlement on the Lena River before 
waiting for anybedy. My boat made the 
land in the morning of the 16th inst., and I suppose 
we are at the Lenadelta. I have had no chance to 
get sight for position sinee I left Simonatki Island. 
After trying fortwo days to get on shore without 
grounding, or to reach one of the river 
mouths, I abandoned my boat and waded 
one and a half miles, carrying our pro- 
visions and outfit with us. We must now 
try, with God’s help, to walk to a settlement 
which I believe to be 95 miles distant. We are all 
well; have four days’ provisions, arms, and ammu- 
nition, and are carrying with us only ship’s book 
and papers, and blankets, tents, and some medi- 
cines; therefore our chance of getting through 
seems good.

The Jeannette was crushed and sunk by the ice 
onthe 12th of June, 1881, in latitude 77° 15’ north, 
lomgitude 155°, after having drifted 22 monthsin 
the tremendous pack ice of this ocean. The entire 
82 persons composing her officers and crew dragged 
three boats and provisions over the ice to latitude 
north 76° 38’, longitude 150° 30’ east, where we 
landed upon a new island—Bennett Island—on 
the 29th July. From thence we proceeded 
southward in boats, sometimes dragging 
over ice, until the 10th of September, when we 
reached Simontki Island, about 90 miles north- 
east of this delta. We suiled from there in com- 
pany on the 12th of September, but that same 
night we were separated in a gale of wind, 
and I have seen nothing since of the two 
other boats or their. people. They were di- 
vided as follows: Second cutter—Lieut. Chipp, 
Mr. Dunbar, A. Sweetman, W.S. Hornell, E. Star, 
H. Db. Warren, A. P. Khune, P. Johnson. Whaie- 
boat—P. A. Engineer Melville, Master Danenhower, 
Mr. Newcomb, J. Cole, 8S, H. Bartlett, H. Wilson, 
6S. Louderbach, F. Manson, Charlies Long Sing, 
Aniguin, H. W. Leach. My boat, having weathered 
the gale, made the land on the morning of the 
16th inst., and, after trying to get in shore 
for two days, and being prevented by shoal 
water, we abandoned the boat and waded to 
the beach, carrying our arms, provisions, 
and records—at a point about 12 miles to the north 
and east of this place. We had all suffered some- 
what from cold, wet, and exposure, and three of 
our men were badly lamed: but having only four 
days’ provisions left, reduced rations, we were 
forced to proceed to the southward. On Mon- 
day, Sept. 19, we left a pile of our 
effects near the beach, erecting a long pole, 
where will be found everything valuable. Chro- 
nometer, ship’s log-books for two years, 
tent, &c., which we were absolutely unable to 
carry. It took us 48 hours to make these 12 miles, 
owing to our disabled men, and these two huts 
seemed to me a good place to stop while I pushed 
forward thesurgeon and Ninderman to get relief 
forus. But last night we shot two reindeer, which 

ives us abundance of food for the present, and we 

ave seen so many more that anxiety for the fu- 
ture is relieved. As soon as our three sick men 
can walk we shall resume our march fora settle- 
ment on the Lena River. 

Saturday, Sept. 24—8 A. M,—Cur three lame 
men being now able to walk we are about to re- 
fume our journey with two days’ rations deer 
meat andtwo days’ rations pemmican and three 
pounds tea.

Our party are all well except one man, 
Erickson, whose toes have been amputated in con- 
sequence of frost-bite. Other records wilil be 
feund in several huts on the east side of this river, 
slong which we have come from the northward.

A LETTER FROM NORAS. 
FALL RIVER, Mass., March 20.—The follow- 
ing letter was received in this city on Saturday 
night from Louis P, Noras, one of the two men on 


the Jeannette who last saw Capt. De Long alive. 
Noras was in De Long’s boat: 


Iaxoursk, Siberia, Jan. 7, 1882. 

Dzar Farner: I send you a few lines to let you 
know that I am alive and well. Our ship was bro- 
ken up June 11, and left 83 men on the ice, hun- 
dreds of miles from civilization. We traveled 800 
or 900 miles, some 300 or 400 of which we sailed in 
small boats, and landed on the northern coast of 
Siberia. One of our boats landed on the east coast. 
The other we know nothing about. There were 
eight men in the boat that is missing. The boat I 
was in arrived safe enough. We had 14 men. 
Some of the men h their feet frozen. 
Mine were frozen. One man died after 
we got on shore. We traveled about two 
weeks short of food. Then the Captain decided 
tosend Ninderman and myself on ahead to look 
for assistance. We walked 120 miles without any- 
thing to eat; for six days we had not a mouthful 
of food. We were most starved when found by 
the natives. The Captain and the 10 men, I fear, 
have died from starvation and cold. Three men— 
Engineer Melville, William Ninderman, and Bart- 
lett—will remain here this Summer to search for 
thefr remains and forthe ship’s papers. The rest 
of us—there are 10 men—will proceed to the United 
States as soon as possible. We have been travel- 
ing now for overa month on sleds drawn by rein- 
deer, and this is the first place of any account we 
have come to.

EXTRA PAY OF ARMY OFFICERS—MOVEMENTS 
OF NAVAL VESSELS, 
WASHINGTON, March 20. — First Lieut. 
Thomas H. Bradley has been relieved from duty 
at the War Department, in connection with the 
settlement ot State claims against the Govern- 
ment, and ordered to join his regiment, the Twen- 
ty-first Infantry, stationed in Oregon; and Major 
Thomas F, Barr, military secretary to the Sec- 
retary of War, has been placed temporarily in 


charge of the duty heretofore performed by Lieut. 
Bradley. 


Secend Controller Upton, in passing upon the ac- 
counts of Major William Smith, of the Pay De- 
partment, has rendered an important decision on 
the proper construction of the act of March 2, 1867, 


relative to extra pay of officers of the Army. One 
section of this act provides “that from the 1st day 
of July, 1866, all officers of the Army below the 
rank of Major-General, including the Professors at 
West Point, shall be paid an addition of 83% per 
cont. to their present pay proper."’ The Second Con- 
troller holds that theact in question should be 
80 construed as to allow its benefits to every offi- 
cer, regular or volunteer, who was in service dur- 
ing any part of the period of two years from Jul 
1, 1866. His decision is accompanied by the fol- 
lowing explanatory statement: ‘Officers, regular 
and volunteer, who left the service between June 
30, 1866, and March 2, 1867, and who again entered 
the service priur to March 2, 1867, have, as a rule, 
received all the benefits of the act for services 
rendered within the period covered by the act. 
Officers who left the service between June 380, 1866, 
and March 2, 1867, and who again entered the service 
between March 2, 1867,and July 1, 1868, have received 
the benefitsof the act for the service beginning 
after Mareh 2, 1867, but not in every ease for the 
service ending before March 2, 1867. Officers who 
left the service between June 80, 1866, and March 
2, 1867, and who did not re-enter the service, or 
who re-entered the same after June 30, 1868, have 
not, as a rule received the benefits of the act. Ali 
others who were in service during any part of the 
period covered by the act have, as a rule, received 
the benefits of the act.”

THE SOTELDO MURDER CASE. 
ae Sees 
AN IMPORTANT LEGAL QUESTION RAISED BY 
A MOTION TO QUASH THE INDICTMENT. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—The case of A. C. 
Soteldo, indicted for the murder of his brother, 
and for assault and battery with intent to kill 
Clarence M. Barton, came up before Judge Wylie, 
in the Criminal Court, to-day. The case was called 
on a motion to quash the indictment. Robert 
Christy appeared for the accused and argued that 
the indictment should be quashed on the ground 
that it was found in violation of a law of Mary- 
land of 1722, which he claims 1s still in force in 
the District of Columbia. This law provides 
that an indictment shall be sent to the 
Grand Jury by an express order of the court; that 
the prisoner shall be bound over to such court, and 
that the Grand Jury shall find an indictment of 
their own knowledge. He maintained that the 
record did not show that the prisoner had ever 
been bound over for the charge set out in the in- 
dietment, the fact being that the arrest upon the 
warrant issued by the Police Court related to the 
offense of shooting with intent to kill Clarence M. 
Barton. While the prisoner was confined in juil, 
regularly committed on the charge of assault with 
intent to kill Barton, an indictment had been found 
charging him with the murder of his own brother. 
District Attorney Corkhill insisted that the course 
pursued was regular. The prisoner was in jail 
ona commitment from the Police Court for as- 
sauit with intent to kill; also, to await the 
result of the injuries to the men, and when the Cor- 
oner’s jury returned a verdict another commit- 
ment was sent to the Warden of the jail. In the 
murder ease, he claimed that the Grand Jury could 
of their own volition send out for witnesses to ap- 
pear before them. The Judge said he was not pre- 
pared to say that the Grand Jury could of their 
own volition send for witnesses. He would take 
the papers and give his decision to-morrow morn- 
ing. As to presentments, he held that it was in 
the power of the District Attorney to discard pre- 
sentments altogether, and send indictments to the 
Grand Jury to acton. It is claimed that if the mo- 
tion to quash is granted, for the reasons set forth, 
not only will another indictment become necessary 
in this case, but in all pending murder cases now 
awaiting trial here, as well asin allthe star route 
and straw bond cases.

THE MOON'S FIRST PHOTOGRAPH. 

The third lecture of the free course of the 
New-York Academy of Sciences was delivered last 
evening by Prof. John K. Rees, of Columbia Col- 
lege, in the presence of a large audience. Prof. 
Rees adverted first to the statement of Mr. J. Nor- 


man Lockyer, the English astronomer and editor 
of Nature, who in his book on " Star Gazing”’ as- 
cribes the honor of taking the first photograph of 
the moon to an English scientist in the year 1850. 
On the authority of Prof. Henry Draper, and the 
evidence of a memorandum in the records for 1840 
of the Lyceum of Natural History, Prof. Rees pro- 
nounced this statement to be incorrect and the 
honor to beleng to an American—the late Prof. 
John W. Draper. ‘The memorandum appears to 
have been entered on March 23, 1840, and describes 
a photograph of the moon exhibited by Prof. 
Draper at the regular meeting of the Lyceum, 
Pref. Rees reviewed the separate steps by which 
the celebrated iens for photographing, corrected in 
euch a manner that the violet rays only are re- 
fracted, and whiie no visual image is formed, an 
actinic image, invisible to the eye, but capablejof 
impressing the sensitive piate, is produced. The 
lecturer next described the photographs of Jansen, 
of Paris, and the drawings of Schmidt and others, 
examples of which were presented upon the screen. 
Fle next reviewed the results of photography asap- 
plied to solar physics, the resolution of sun spots, 
&c., concluding with a series of references to the 
recent eclipses and transits. Prof. Rees anticipates 
great resuits from the transit of Venus in Decem- 
ber next, and gave the track of the planet across 
the solar disk, in comparison with that followed by 
the planet in 1874.

TRUNK LINE QUESTIONS

THE OCLAIM OF BALTIMORE UPON 
THE RAILROADS. 

THE ADVISORY COMMISSION LISTENING TO 
ARGUMENTS AGAINST NEW-YORK’S DE- 
MAND—WHY BALTIMORB SHOULD BE 
GIVEN A LOWER RATE, 

BauLtmore, March 20.—The Trunk Line 
Advisory Commission met this morning at the 
Board of Trade reoms. After Judges Thur- 
man and Cooley had taken their seats 
Judge Thurman stated that, owing to severe 
indisposition, Mr. Washburne was confined 
to his room and would not be present. 
Mr. Young, in bebalf of the committee appointed 
by the Corn and Fleur Exchange, presented an ar- 
gument. He said: *‘ It seemsto have been reserved 
for these latter days to advance the elaim that the 
ordinary rules of arithmetic are no longer reliable, 
and that 600 miles are now quite as many as 900 
miles, applying the outside distanee to the com- 
mercial Metropolis of the country, and the inside 
to an energetic youthful competitor for trade. 
After the arguments to which you have doubtless 
given the closest attention for the past two weeks, 
it is hardly necessary to state that we refer to the 
late demand of the President of the New-York Cen- 


tral and Hudson River Railroad Company, in- 
dorsed by the leading commercial organizations of 
the City of New-York, that the rate of freight 
shall be uniform on Western products from all 
Western competing points of departure to the three 
cities of New-York, Philadelphia, and Baltimore, 
regardless of the intervening distance to be trav- 
ersed, and this rate to be dictated by the authort- 
ties of the longest line ofcommunication. And for 
what end? To protect the trade of New-York. A 
proposition so sweeping in its demands must be in 
conflict with all sound public policy—certainly in 
conflict with the policy which has governed our 
railway lines for balf a century—and it can claim 
no support from the dictates of common sense, nor 
is it flattering to the intelligent judgment of the mer- 
chants of the City of New-York, if it be not sacri- 
lege to express that opinion. In order that the 
whole question may be discussed intelligently, we 
present for your consideration the tollowing pro- 
positions: 

‘* First—One advantage in our shorter distance 
from Western points must be reeognized in any 
arrangement which is intended to be general, and 
full allowance in lower rates of freight must be ac- 
corded to us for our shorter line by 185 miles from 
Chicago, 349 miles from St. Louis. 804 miles from 
Louisville, and 304 miles from Cincinnati, than the 
distance of these points from the City of New-York 
by the line of the New-York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company, from the President of 
which proceeds this new method of adjusting rates. 

‘*Second—As we are so much nearer Western trade 


) centres and the producing territory contiguous to 


them, very naturally we must be more remote 
from European markets, as shown by the 200 miles 
intervening between us and the ocean. While 
New-York is distant only 15 miles, and then has 
advantage of 100 to 200 miles from her more north- 
erly situation for all vessels bound to ports of the 
United Kingdom. For this disadvantage to the 
port of Baltimore we must claim underany gen- 
eral freight compact an allowance for the increased 
rate of ocean freight to us as compared with New- 
York, and we must demand a further liberal al- 
lowance for the very low rates of freight made on 
large blocks of grain on the regular lines of ocean 
steamers from New-York, which rates can never be 
duplicated in full cargoes, 

* Third—We must insist upon an equivalent for 
what is known as the free delivery system in the 
City of New-York if any mutual adjustment of 
rates is to prevail. 

** Fourth—This late demand from New-York is in 
conflict with sound business economy in so far as 
it will be damaging to the revenues of Western con- 
necting railroad lines not owned or controlled by 
the trunk lines in compelling them (the Western 
neutral jines) to pro-rate their charges or earnings 
with the longest instead of the shortest line, as 
they practically would under existing con- 
ditions, with the same rate of freight pre- 
vailing to Baltimore, Philadelphia, and New-York. 

* Fifth—We dare not lose sight of the fact that 
prior te the development of the necessity for this 
mutual agreement between trunk lines Baltimore 
was drawing Western products to her wharves at 
6to 10 cents per 100 pounds less than New-York 
rates, while our lines are now ready to agree upon 
a difference of 8 cents per 19 pounds; and, further, 
thatif circumstances would permit us to be again 
placed outside of the trunk line compact more ad- 
vantageous rates would again be afforded to us 
than the difference of 3cents per 100 pounds now 
claimed. 

“Stath—This demand for auniform rate of freight 
to and from the cities of New-York, Philadelphia, 
and Baltimore is in defiance of public interests and 
public potiey by entailing upon the community at 
large unneeessary charges for transportation of 
their products, and by practically depriving them 
of choice of markets; and, further, by unjust dis- 
crimination against Baltimore as a port of entry 
where facilities and economies for handling im- 
eo are in marked contrast with the port of New- 

ork.” 

Mr. Young quoted freely from the testimony of 
Mr. William ne Vanderbilt, Mr. Hugh J. Jewett, 
and Mr, George R. Blanchard before the New-York 
special Assembly Committee of Railroads at Sara- 
toga Springs in August, 1879. ‘This testimony," 
he said, “supports our proposition so earnest- 
ly and strikingly that we are compelled 
to infer that our advantaces in distance 
are such that they cannot be overcome 
by anything which New-York has thus far present- 
ed in the line of railway communication, and that 
there is nothing in our dificult grades which re- 
dounds to the advantage of New-York. We beg to 
call your attention to statements of Commissioner 
Fink in his report tothe trunk line railroads, in 
which he shows the relative cost of transporting 
grain from the Western States to Europe yia Bal- 
timore and via New-York. The inexcusable wrong 
already doneus exhibited in those statistical re- 
ports certainly demands offieial and impartial in- 
vestigation ere any further injustice be proposed. 
But there are other interests involved in this ques- 
tion of differential rates than those of the trunk 
lines—interests away beyond the cities of New- 
York, Philadelphia, and Baltimore. There are 
railroads and some population also in the Missis- 
sippl and Ohio Valleys which are affected directly 
by any demand whieh attempts to force trade into 
arbitrary channels. We have yielded already more 
than enough. ‘To make further concession, to suc- 
cumb when life is demanded, would brand us as 
unworthy and cowardly descendants of the gen- 
eration which has preceded our own.”

Boston, March 20,—The aetion brought by 
Mary KE. Parker against the Boston and Albany 
Railroad Company to recover damages for injuries 
received by her while a passenger upon the de- 


fendant’s road resulted to-day ina verdict of $15,- 
000 in her favor, which {is $2,000 more than a previ- 
ous verdict set aside by Judge Aldrich because it 
was excessive. Mrs. Parker purchased a ticket 
from New-York for Boston, and took passage on 
an express train whieh did not advertise to stop 
between South Framingham and Boston. On that 
day, however, the train came to a stop at Newton, 
where Mrs. Parker lived, and while she was getting 
off the train started and she was seriously injured. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 20,—The statement of 
business of the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad 
Company for February shows that the receipts 
during the month amounted to $1,290,420. The 
total expenses of the rallroad were $874,828, leay- 
ing a profit for the month of $416,002, being a de- 
crease of $115,229 as compared with the correspond- 
ing month last year. ‘The gross receipts of the coal 
and iron company were $878,585, and expenses, in- 
cluding interest, $856,019, leaving a profit for the 
month of $22,564, a deerease of $77,516 as com- 
pared with the corresponding month last year. 
‘The total receipts of both companies for the year 
to date were $2,169,004; expenses, $1,730,318; 
profit, $428,656, being a decrease of $192,745 as com- 
pared with the corresponding period last year. 
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SUICIDE OF A TRAVELING SALESMAN. 

A dispatch from Boston yesterday an- 
nounced the death by suffocation of Frank Hayes, 
of this City, in the International Hotel there. Mr. 
Hayes was a traveling salesman inthe employ of 
James L. Sharp, a dealer in coal and gas stoves at 
No. 10 Murray-street, this City. He had been en- 


gaged by Mr. Sharp about twojweeks ago. Prior 
to that time he was employed for several years by 
a firm in the same business. Mr. Sharp said 
that he was never more surprised in his life when 
he heard of the death of his saitesman. Mr. Hayes 
lived in Brooklyn, Eastern District, and was mar- 
ried. He was apparently one of the most cheerful 
men in the world. He was a thorough-going busi- 
ness man and paid close attention to his duties. 
He went to Boston last Wednesday evening, and 
orders for goods sold by him were received soon 
after his arrival in that city. Mr. Sharp hada 
a letter from him on Sunday inclosing an order 
for goods. Yesterday Mr. Sparp received a letter 
from the proprietor of the International Hotel in 
Boston, setting forth that Mr. Hayes’s dead body 
had been found in a bed in that hotel. The room 
had been seeurely fastened, and all means of 
proper ventilation had been shut off. The gas was 
turned on full, and was not lighted. Assoon as 
his body was discovered physicians were sent for, 
but the man was dead. From this letter, and from 
what he had learned from a gentleman who came 
from Boston, Mr. Sharp was satisfied that Mr. 
Hayes’s death was deliberately planned by himself. 
Why the young man should commit suicide 
puzzled Mr. Sharp. He sent one of his employes 
to Boston last evening to bring Mr. Hayes’s re- 
nmiains to this City. 
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A FREIGHT TRAIN WRECKED. 

LANCASTER, Penn., March 20.—A car at- 
tached to a west-bound freight train on the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad jumped the track near Downing- 
town laté last night and was run into by an east- 
bound freight train. The engine of the latter train 
and eight cars were thrown over an embankment 
33 feet high, and seven other cars, filled with 
merchandise, wera completely wrecked. William 
Filley, of Harrisburg, engineer of the east-bound 
freight, was tatally injured, and Clem Keeser, the 
fireman, also of Harrisburg, was killed, his body 
being found beneath the cars at the bottom of the 
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embankment. Keeser was a married man and 
leaves a family. Filley was a widower and also 
leaves a family.

A WEAKLY MALICIOUS CRITIC AN- 
SWERED. 
«To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

It may or may not be worth while to take 
notice of the article in last night’s Zvening Post as 
a whole, but there are eertainly two points to be 
considered, The first is the aditor’s treatment of 
Mr. A. D. Savage. The same journal that thought 
ita goed argument in this controversy to call Mr. 
Feuardent a skunk now believes it has strucka 
fatal blow at Mr. Savage by calling him an “ ex- 
clerk.” Ever since this discussion began the few 
papers that have taken up the side of Mr. Di Ces- 
nola have been lavish of abuse and of contemp- 
tuous phrases. They have ealled Mr, Feu- 
ardent a ‘‘Jew,’’ and when assured that he 
was not a Jew, they have called him “the 
sen of a Jew,” thoughthey knew he was not that 
either, and one gentleman whose name I find 
stamped on the backs of my forks and spoons was 
the first to fling at him the epithet of “dealer,” 
M. Di Cesnola has publicly called Mr. Feuardent a 
swindler and his father a thief, for whieh he will 
be obliged to answer before the law when in the 
course of time the lawyers and the courts shall 
graciously please to let justice be done, but amid 
all this abusé, to which Mr. Feuardent has never 
once replied in language unbecoming a gentleman, 
the opposite side has not allowed us to heara sin- 
gle argument appealing to the reason. To-night. 
the Hvening Fost,a journal at whose head once 
stood an honorable man whose chivalrous spirit 
shrank instinotively from anything approaching a 
personal reflection, thinks to better a bad cause by 
calling one gentleman an ex-clerk, and in the very 
spirit it has so ridiculed in the late Mr, Conkling, 


calls Mr, Feuardent, Mr, Savage, and myself Feuar- 
dent, Savage, and Cook. Whatis the difference in 
spirit st this and the childish petulance of 
“that man Blaine ?’’ 

Now, as Mr, Savage was never a clerk at the 
Museum, nothing that he has done can make him 
an ex-clerk. This gentleman, after going through 
with a course of study in Germany, returned to 
this country and. was made a Professor at the Johns 
Hopkins College in Baltimore, From thence he 
was called to New-York on the invitation of Mr. 
Di Cesnola, and was duly appointed Assistant Dt- 
rector and Archeologist to the Museum. He 
filled this responsible and honorable posi- 
tion to the entire satisfaction of the 
Director, and in performance of his duty pre- 
pared the very complete and elaborate catalogues 
of the Cypriote collection—cataiogues that have 
been highly spoken of in English journals. At the 
time when that most incompetent committee was 
holding its meetings, I did not think Mr. Savage 
played & man’s purt in relation to Mr. Cox, 
and I said so in print. As to tnmat par- 
ticular point I have never changed my mind, 
but I should be very insensible if I failed to recog- 
nize the honorable feeling that has prompted Mr. 
Savage now to give up an important and lucrative 
place, and to sacrifice all his{present prospects, for 
the sake of what he believes to be the truth. 
And when a journal with the loud-mouthed 
pretention to high views andthe jaunty cynicism 
of the Evening Post tries to throw ridicule and con- 
tempt on a person who has elven the best evidence 
aman can give of the rectitude of his motives, it is 
in order to ask whether there is so much differ- 
ence after all between high journals and low ones. 

But perhaps a more important subject is the 
question raised by this journal devoted to the 
higher culture, whose editor has never been to the 
only Museum of Fine Arts we have, or, at any 
rate, who confesses to have never seen one 
of the statues in the Oypriote  collec- 
tion, the question whether the restora- 
tions Mr. Feuardent says have been made 
in the Cypriote statues, are. Important, and 
if they are useful. Witha disingenuousness that 
may fairly be calied false dealing with the public 
the editor tries to make it appear that the changes 
by restoration are trivial. He says in so man 
words: ‘Herein New-York it seems to be consid- 
ered by some that if a statue have been separated 
trom its base and anew base placed underneath it 
the statue itself has been ruined, or what is worse, 
that the whole thing is a forgery, and the Museum 
itself a fraud on the American people.” The dis- 
honesty of this will be plainto those who know 
that the change of base on the part of this statue is 
only one insignificant item ina change that ineludes 
the statne’s head, its feet, its legs, its arms, and 
the upper and lower haives of its body. The 
distinguished ex-Minister of the Interior, at pres- 
ent editing the Lvening Post, had in his hand at the 
time this paragraph was written the pamphlet in 
which these facts are fully displayed and the 
charges proved by the aid of a series of wood-cuts. 

The Fost tries to make it appear that restorations 
are often useful, and that they are so common it is 
mere pedantry and ignorance to complain of them. 
Itasks, as Dr. Hitchcock did at the committee 
meeting, “ Haye there not been some very beautl- 
ful restorations?’ And then it cites the well-worn 
instance ofthe Venus de Medici, forgetting the 
Venus of Milo, the unrestored condition ot which 
shows the difference in taste and in intelligence 
between the seventeenth century and the nine- 
teenth. It is true that the museums of Europe are 
filled with restorations; they are of two kinds, 
those that have been made in former times, when 
what artists and archmologists now believe to be 
wrong ideas and methods prevalied over those that 
are made on the honest plan of using a material 
that admits of no mistake as to the fact of the res- 
toration. As to the antique statues of Venus doe 
Medici, the Laocoén, and the Eginetan marbles, it 
is regretted by every artist who studies them that 
in no one of these cases is there any 
concealment of the restorations, they are in 
all the guide-books and are in all the books of archaz- 
ology. The Venus de Medic! was in 11 pieces, 
and only the hands and a portion of the arms were 
wanting. Everybody regrets the restoration of 
the arms and hands, which are ina style very dif- 
ferent from the rest of the figure. But the fact 
that they are restored isnot hid. Michael Angelo 
himself restored the Laocodén, bat who does not 
wish that the great seulptor had declined tbe 
task, as Canova did that of the restoration of the 
Venus Cailipyge of Naples. A worse desecra- 
tion was that of the entire recutting and 
restoration of the Egina marbles by Thor- 
waldsen, a jobthat not only Munich, but all the 
world of artists and students wishes eould 
be undone. Many of the marbles in the British 
Museum are restored, but always with plaster 
which is left uncolored so that there may be no 
difficulty in seeing what has been done. On the 
other hand, we see that the Venus of Milo, the 
Elgin marbles, allthe great finds of modern times 
are left as they were found. M. Mariette boasts 
that while many one in European museums are 
restored, every object in his museum at Boula 
remains as it was found. And Mr. Castellani tol 
told me here in New-York that no archzologist to- 
day would think of restoring a piece of antique 
sculpture. We give it one slight washing to remove 
the adhering dirt, and never touch it again. The 
charge madeagainst Mr. Di Cesnola is net at all 
that he has restored the statues, though we cer- 
tainly wish he had left them as he found them. It 
is that he has dishonestly concealed his restoration, 
tried to make the patched-up and painted objects 
look as if they were whole, and then denied what 
he has done. Of course, there are other charges, 
but I am speaking now of what relates to the res- 
toration. 

It is well known that Mr. Osgood, of Boston, is 
about to publish an atlas of the Cypriote antiqui- 
ties.

MR. FLOWER’S SPEECH ON THE CHI- 
NESE QUESTION, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times; 

The rather crisp speech of Mr. Flower on 
the Chinese question is interesting as far as he 
forcibly points out the real competition of our 
working classes. Of course, Iam by no means en- 
thusiastie about the restrictive measures that Con- 
greas intends to adopt to prevent Chinese labor in 
this country. I think labor, of all things in this 
world, ought to be free, and competition is the 


most wholesome policy in every eeonomic ques- 
tion. It is useless to gointo the ory against the 
Chinese. It has become a sort of rage, which will 
cool off when the better sense of the people—not 
only here, but even on the Pacific coast—tfinds its 
level again. 

While thus not agreeing with Mr. Flower on the 
Ghinese labor question, I nevertheless beg to point 
out some of his forcible and pertinent remarks 
bearing on the tariff, Let me quote his own words. 
He said: ‘** When I see them advocating protection 
and at the same time importing labor machines 
free of duty—I can neither doubt their 
inconsistency nor trust their disinterestedness.”’ 
That is exactly what tariff reformers try to point 
out. Our manufacturers North and East would be 
perfectly crazy to keep foreign labor emigrants 
out of the country. The foreign labor emigration 
has made this country grow faster im prosperity 
than otherwise it would have done. But while 
this wholesale competition is invited, not only for- 
eign manufactured goods, but the very raw ma- 
terial raised abroad, is hampered in with heavy 
duties. Thus, here we find that every necessary 
article the working man uses is to such a degree 
higher in thie country that the inoreased day’s 
wages does not buy as muchin the United States 
as the pauper wages do in England. 

I have myself pointed out that the net profit of 
$10,000 invested in the pampered, protected steel 
Yall monopoly is equal to the earnings of 13 laborers 
in that industry per annum, and Mr. Flower is per- 
tectly right to question the disinterestedness of the 
tariff advocates who piead for protection on ac- 
count of home labor. The true policy to benefit 
the laborer is to make articles of necessity that he 
uses cheap. which would make his day’s labor por. 
chase more of these necessities than his working 
competitor in Great Britain. and that eannot be 
attained as long as this present tariff system is the 
law of the land, J. 3. MOORE.

STRIKE AT LAWRENOE. 

THE SYRIKERS INCREASING RAPIDLY IN NUM- 
BERS— MASS-MRBEPINGS AND OONFER- 
ENCKS—EMPLOYERS DETERMINED—THE 
COMPLAINTS OF THE EMPLOYES, 

LAWRENCE, Mass., March 20.—The strike in 
the Pacific Mills beeame quite general to-day, as 
was threatened. Over 2,000 of the operatives 

did not enter the mills at the beginning of 


work this morning. These were mostly those 
belonging to the lower mill. In the upper mill all 


except the spinners appeared in their places, At 9° 


o’clock 100 weavers in the upper mill stepped 
their looms and left the mill in a body. Later 
others followed: after them more, so that be- 
fore the day had far advanced the greater portion 
of the operatives were enjoying a holiday. Attho 
close of the day the number out was about 3,000, 
Of these, 200 are spinners from the lower mill, 
600 are weavers, (about equally divided be- 
tween the lower and upper mills,) and the 
others are spoolers, warpers, and carders, who 
are unable to work for want of material. At 
noon, as a result of a private meeting by the strik- 
ers, at which it was voted to continue the strike, 
acommittee called on Superintendent Parker and 


asked if any concession would be made. He was 
about to leave here for the Boston office, and told 
the strikers that he would meet them, or a delega- 
tion in their stead, on his return, later in the after- 
noon. This evening it is announced that the 
officers willremain firm and will close the mills if 
the strikers do not returnin a day or two. This 
action will be taken, not for the purpose of locking 
out the striking operatives, nor for lack of yarn, 
which they say that they can get in abundance 
from other sources, but because they will not run 
the miils short handed. 

The strikers have had three — meetings, a 
mass-meeting on the Common this afteraoon, and 
two largely attended meetings this evening of the 
spinners and weavers. The talk at the afternoon 
gathering was prinolpally upon reports of the 
progress of the day. Organization was advised 
and a union of interests, At the even- 
ing meetings of the weavers Editor McCorry 
made a speeeh advising them to return to 
their work to-morrow, stating that he had in- 
formation that the corporation was anxious to 
have them remain out, but his remarks were re- 
ceived with hisses. Then a weaver named Ogles- 
by, who claimed to know of 200 weavers waiting to 
take their; places in the mill, also counseled 
a return to work before it was too late. His 
remarks were also distasteful to the gathering, 
as was shown by their reception with hisses 
as pronounced as those that greeted Mr. Mc- 
Corry’s advice. A decisive vote, however, was 
avoided, and it was ed to meet again to-mor- 
row forenoon, and then decide by ballot what ac- 
tion shall be taken. At the spinners’ meeting it 
was decided by vote not to go to work at the 
reduced pay, and action looking to a er- 
manent organization of ali the strikers 
was taken. The complaints of the strikers 
are now more definitely given. The weavers com- 

lain more at the manner in which the reduction 
s brought about than of the injustiee of it. They 
say that three or four years ago, when a new pat- 
tern of cloth was introduced, they were paid 
10 cents less a cut for weaving it than 
they had previously received, although there 
was no change in the grade of the goods. Then a 
notice was put up that a further reduction of 20 
cents per cut would be made on some classes of 
goods. About a month ago, according to their 
statement, another change was made in the 
goods, followed by a further reduction of 
10 cents per cnt, bringing the price down 
to 90 cents a cnt and the wages of a 
smart weaver down to 90 cents a day. Now it is 
proposed to manufacture a still finer grade of 
gooas, which will reduce the amount a weaver is 
able to produce, and the pay for this will be only 8 
cents a cut, and {ff only 65 cents will be paid for 
coarser grade, the average wages of a weaver, they 
say, will not exceed $6a week. Theambition, they 
say, that they have shown to proses a large 
amount of cloth, and thus earn fair wages, has had 
the effect of causing these reductions in their pay. 

The ring spinners say they have been receiving 
90 cents a day for running eight sides, which they 
say isa hard day’s work. Instead of this the cor- 
poration proposes to pay &% cents aside, which 
would make cay 68centsaday. But itis claimed 
that all that is necessary for the girls to 
do to keep their wages up to nearly what they 
have been receiving is to run two more sides, 10 in 
all, which would give them scents per day, 5 
cents less than before the cut down. By extra 
exertion, it is said, a good girl can run 12 sides, 
and then she would be 0Obetter off pe- 
cuntarily than when she received 90 
centsaday. From an official stand-point, then, it 
would appear that they now have an opportunity 
for earning much more than they could possibly do 
under a system that limited them to 090 cents a day. 
On the other hand, the girls say that it is an abso- 
lute impossibility to run even 10 sides a day in these 
milis. They gay that they are almost constantly 
on their feet now from morning until nignt, and 
that an addition of two sides to their work will 
make the distance they have to travel at least 100 
feet to take up a singie thread, a journey 
made constantly necessary by the  break- 
ing of threads, The girls say that 
15 years ago, when the most of 
them were mere children, and ring spinning had 
not come into general use, aspinner would earn 
trom $1 to $1 40a day, running only twe or four 
sides. By the improvements in machinery a young 
girl is enabled to produce more than 200 per cent. 
more yarn than the man did, and yet they get less 


ay. 

The mill anthorities look at the matter calmly, 
and do not seem to be at all disturbed by 
the position of affairs. They say that the 
market for their goods is low and over- 
stocked. A reduction of production will 
be of benefit to them, and a stopping of the mills 
will give them an opportunity to make extensive 
repairs and changes of machinery. They have al- 
ready decided to replace the worsted looms 
in the upper. mil with cotton looms, 
and to transfer the entire worsted and 
checkered cloth manufaeturing to the lower mill. 
But they were not influenced, they say, by these 
considerations in making the reduction of wages 
which has brought about the strike. They claim 
that they have long been paying higher wages than 
other mills of the same class as the Pacific have 
been paying, and they propose now to come down 
nearer to the standard, taking care not ‘to 
go below it im any respect, and in 
some cases keeping above it. Indeed, they 
say they baye not really made a _ reduction, 
but have merely changed the system. To illus- 
trate, by taking the case of the spinners: These 
operatives are women and girls, most of them 
minors. Heretofore they have been paid a uni- 
form rate of 90 cents a day, whether they 
accomplished much or little. By the new 
system they will be put on piece-work, and the 
officers claim that the most skillful and rapid opera- 
tives can make more than 90 cents a

LABOR TROUBLES ELSEWHERE. 
MOLDERS ON STRIKE AT TROY—RELIEVING 
THE MILITARY GUARD AT OMAHA, 
Troy, N. Y., Mareh 20,—At the meeting of 
the molders on Saturday a committee was ap- 
pointed to visit the foundries and confer with the 
shop committees with a view of making some ad- 
justment between the employers and employes. 


At some of the works the committee was refused 
admittance, and the men thereupon quit work. A 
long strike now seems inevitable, as masters and 
men are determined. This afternoon the manu- 
faeturers held a meeting, at which it was deter- 
mined that under no cireumstances would the 
demand of the men be acceded to. The employers 
assert that in the event of a strike the men and not 
they will suffer, as they have stock enough on hand 
to meet the demands for a year at least. An Exec- 
utive Committee of five, representing the firms of 
Fuller, Warren & Co., Burdet, Smith & Co., Filley 
& Co., the Co-operative Foundry Company, and 
Bussey, McLeod & Co., was appointed with which, 
it was decided, the men must deal. Subsequently 
a committee of the Molders’ Union had a confer- 
ence with the Executive Committee, at which 
neither side would yield an inch. The molders 
held a meeting to-night at which nearly 1,000 were 
present. After hearing the report of the commit- 
tee, the molders adjourned until to-morrow morn- 
ing. The pay-rolls in the foundries here exceed 
$40,000 per week. 


OmauHa, Neb. March 20.—Two companies of 
Militia were ordered home to-night. The others 
will go to-morrow, exeept two comvanies, who will 
remain until Wednesday, possibly Thursday. The 
United States troops that came here from Fort Syd- 
ney, still here, at Fort Omaha and the Government 
corral, have not yet been ordered back.

ACCEPTING THE STBWART BEQUEST—DIS- 
CUSSING EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 20.—At the session of 
the Philadelphia Annual Conferenee of the Method- 
ist Episcepal Church to-day, the Rev. W. L. Gray, 
from the committee on the legacy left by the late 
Dr, Scott Stewart, as a nucleus of a fund which 
shall be used for the erection and maintenance of a 
hospital in Philadelphia, presented a report aceept- 
ing the gift and providing for the appointment of 


10 clergymen and 11 laymenias Trustees. Thecom- 
mittee in the matter of alleged mal-administration 
in the case of the Rey. Pinnel Coombe, reported 
that the arbitration called for sheuld . have 
beem recommended, and that, the arbitra- 
tion having been refused, the charges 
should have been entertained. Mr. Coombe 
claimed that he had decided properly. The case 
had been standing for several years. i the report 
of the committee was adcpted the whole of Ken- 
sington and Port Richmond would be set on fire, 
as they were opposed to sucha decision. After 
discussion, the subject, by a vote of 76 to 24, was laid 
onthe table, The Committee on Wesleyan Fe- 
male College reported that the statement of the 
committee of,the Trustees developed the faet of the 
hopeless insolvency of the institution, showing 
that allof the property, both real and personal, 
had passed out of the hands of the Trustees. The 
committee recommended the appointment of 
@ committee to secure the revocation of the 
oharter of the college. The report was adopted. 
e report of the Committee on Educatien was 
sana e It refers to the success of Deminson 
ollege, and states that the whele number of stu- 
dents in the college classes is about 100, in addition 
to 28 in the preparatory school, making in all a 
larger number than for several years. The cen- 
tennial celebration of the college in 1883 is ap- 
proved.. Drew Theological Seminary continues 
to merit the confidence of the Church. The 
financial affairs of Penington Seminary are ad- 
mirably managed, the debt having been greatly 
reduced within a few years. Williamsport 
Dickinson Seminary is conducted with 
constantly increasing success. Centenary Colle- 
giate Institute, Hackettstown, N. J., deserves and 
receives a liberal support. It is about to be en- 
tirely freed from debt by the payment of a mort- 
gage of $82,000. The invested funds of the Board 
of Education amount to more than $115,000. Its 
beneficiaries are scattered among abont 60 of the 
institutiens of learning. The committee recom- 
mended the appointment of visiting committees to 
the different institutions mentioned in the report.

THE VENERABLE STEAM-BOAT AGAIN FIGUR- 


ING IN THE COURTS. 


In the Eighth District Court, yesterday 
aiternoon, before Civil Justice Frederick G. Ged- 
ney, Chauncey E. Horton, as the Assignee of a 
claim of the J. M. Horton Iee-cream Company, 
sued Andrew B. Stono for $56 worth of ice- 


cream delivered to and used upon the steamer 
Plymouth Rock last season. The action presents 
some unusual and interesting features, and in 
its result there is involved the fate of about 
$10,000 of other claims against the same steamer. 
It seems that during the season the Plymouth Rock 
was owned and run by an incorporated company 
known as the Plymouth Rock Company. But 
the business of the Summer proved unprofitable, 
andinthe Fall Mr. Stone, who held a mortgage 
of $55,000 upon the vessel, in order to secure him- 
self, entered into negotiations with the Plymouth 
Roek Company which ended in a bill of sale of the 
steamer being delivered tohim. The bill of sale 
contains a clause providing that the steamer was 
sold, with allits appurtenances, “subject, never- 
theless, to all claims now existing against said 
steam-boat.”” The consideration expressed in the 
bill was the sum of $100,000, but the undisputed 
evidence showed that the real consideration that 
passed was a release of the mortgage of $55,000 
and the accrued interest, and the assumption of 
these $10,000 of liabilities, in all about $67,000. A 
list of the liabilities was made out and delivered to 
Mr. Dore, who acted as Mr. Stone’s agent 
thronghout the negotiations. Mr. Stone de- 
fends these salts now on the ground that 
“elaims existing against said steamboat” 
referred simply to what are legally known 
as *‘ maritime liens,”’ that is, liabilities which could 
be enforced against the boat itself, and not to 
liabilities for which its owners were personally re- 
sponsible. It was shown that at the time the bill 
of sale was passed there was outstanding a disput- 
ed salvage claim of $15,000 against the boat, and 
this, if declared by the courts to be justly due, was 
a lien prior to Mr. Stone’s mortgage. Mr. Stone 
claims that his warrantee referred simply to this 
class of debts. The court reserved its decision.

A RIVER THIEF SHOT. 

A deck-hand named Joseph Palmer, while 
asleep on the tug Hastings, lying at Pier No. 34, 
foot of Harrison-street. North River, at 8:45 o’clock 
last evening. was awaked by hearing two men on 
board the boat. He listened fora short time and 


heard them try to foree an entrance into the cabin 
of the Captain, who was away. He got up and 
called out to know their business, but no reply was 
made. He threatened to shoot unless they ex- 
plained their presence, but receiving no answer, 
fred in the direction of the sounds, 
A cry of pain followed, and one 
of the men ran away. The other, 
who was shot, dragged himseif to an adjoining 
boat, where he fell. Officer Budds, attracted by 
the report, came tothe scene and took Palmer to 
the Fifth Precinct Station-house to await 
the consequences of the shooting. The wound- 
ed man was sent to the Chambers-Street 
Hospital. He gave his name as Michael 
Lally. his age 19, occupation a_ bootblack, 
and residence No. 56 West Broadway. The 
ball entered the upper part of the left thigh 
and lodged in the hip. The wound was not con- 
sidered dangerous. Lally would not tell who his 
companion was. Lally is known to the Police asa 
thief, and has hung around the lower part of the 
City on the West Side for two years. An examina- 
tion of the tug after the shooting showed that the 
two robbers had tried to cut the hawsers and set 
the tug adrift. The only persons on board were 
Palmer and the engineer. 
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THE UNPAID DEPUTY MARSHALS. 
The unpaid special Deputy United States 
Marshals who were appointed and served at the 
election of 1880 held another meeting last night 


at the Germania Assembly Rooms, in the Bowery, 
to counsel as to the means to be used to prevail on 
the Democratic Congress to give them the pay 
which the law allows for the serviees. George D. 
Carroll presided, and about 50 Deputies were prea- 
ent. Letters were read which the Secretary had 
pe go ee from President Arthur and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Brewster in reply to letters sent by a commlt- 
tee since the last meeting. President Arthur 
simply acknowledged the receipt of the letter, and 
Gen. Brewster’s letter stated that the President had 
communicated with him, and that the subject was 
referred to and is under consideration by the House 
Committee of Ways and Means.

THE TRUTH THAT LIES IN A WELL.

A STEAM-SHIP COMPANY RELIEVED FROM 
. LIABILITY FOR A COLLISION—cosT OF 
THE GRANITE IN THE NEW-YORK POS? 
OFFICE—OTHER CASES DECIDED. 

WasSHINGTon, March 20.—A decision was 
rendered bythe Supreme Court of the United 
States to-day in the patent case of Gideon Bantz 
ys. David Frantz, brought here by appeal from | 
the Cireuit Court of the United States for the 
District of Kentucky. This was a suit brought 
by the appellant, who was the complainant 
below, against the present appellee, for alleged 
infringement of a reissued patent upon an im- 
provement in furnaces for |heating steam boilers. 
‘The court holds that the reissued patent is not for 
the same invention which was covered by the orig- 
inal patent, and that upon principles laid down in 
the case of Miller against the Bridgeport Brasg 
Company, decided at the present term, it Is there- 
fore invalid and void. The judgment of the court 
below is affirmed. Opinion by Justice Woods. 

An important decision was also rendered in the 
admiralty ease of the National Steam Navigation 
Company vs, John W. Dyer et al., brought 
here by appeal and cross-appeal from the Cireuit 


Court of the United States for the Eastern District 


of New-York. This litigation arises out of a colli- 
sion which occurred in December, 1866, off Fire 
Island Light between the steam-ship Seotland, be- 
longing to the National Company, a corporation of 
Great Britain, and the American ship Kate Dyer, 
bound from Callao to New-York with a 
of guano. As a result of the collision the 
Kate Dyer became a total joss, and from 
the steam-ship, which also sank, nothing was 
saved except some strippings of the wreck. 
The owners of the Kate Dyer filed a libel against 
the owners of the Scotiand for damages. The own- 
ers of the steam-ship set up the defense that under 
sections Nos, 4,282 and 4,289 of the Revised Statutes 
their liability in damages was limited to the value 
of their interest in the vessel and her pending 
freight after the collision; and that since their ves- 
sel was lost by the collision and no freight or pas- 
money earned — are discharged from all 
lability beyond the yalue of the strippings from 
the wreck of the Scotland to which they admit 
thelibelants are entitled. The principal question 
presented to this court is whether the steam-ship 
company, a British corporation, is entitled to the 
benefit of the American statute limiting the re- 
sponsibility of innocent owners in cases like that 
here set forth. This court holds that the rule of 
limited responsibility is now the maritime rule of 
this country; that it is the rule by which this coun- 
try, through an act of its Congress, has announced 
its intention to administer justice in maritime 
cases; and that there is no reason, in absence of 
any different law governing the case, why it should 
not be applied to foreign as well as to American 
ships when the parties choose to resort to the courts 
of this country forredress. The decree of the Cir- 
euit Court, so far as it relates to this question, is 
reversed, and the cause remanded for further pro- 
ceedings in conformity hereto. Opinion by Justice 
Bradley. This decision relieves the steam-ship 
company from a liability amounting, with interest, 
to about $200,000, 

No. 213— William Henry Smith, Collector, vs. Mar 
shall Field et al.—In errorto the Circuit Court of 
the United States for the Northern District of Illi 
nois.—The controversy in this case relates to the 
duty properly chargeable upon certain imported 
goods known ag “torckhon Jaces and insertings.” 
The Collector ruled that they were liable to a duty 
of 40 per cent ad valorem as “manufactures 
of fiax, or of which flax was the component 
material of chief value, not otherwise provided 
for.”” The importers maintained that the goods 
were subject to a duty of only 30 percent. ad 
vaiorem as “thread lace and insertings.”. The 
jury found a verdict in favor of the importers, 
whereupon the Collector appealed, assigning as 
errors below certain parts of the Judge's charge to 
the jury. This court holds that the charge was 
right and that the judgment of the court below 
must be affirmed. Opinion by Justice Field. 

No. 1,186—/ra Davenport, plaintiff in error, va. Tha 
County of Dodge.—In error to the Circuit Court of 
the United States for the District of Nebraska.— 
This was asuit upon the coupons of certain bondg 
issued by the County of Dodge for the pur 

osé of raising money to build a wagon 

ridge across the Platte River. The court 
below was divided in opinion upon the two 
following questions: First, whether the County of 
Dodge {s liable to a suit in which judgment can be 
rendered against it on the bonds and coupons set 
out in the portion; and, second, whether the piain- 
tiff is entitled to recover a judgment in form 
against the County of Dodge to be satisfied, or cel- 
lect only by levy of a tax on the taxable property 
in Fremont Precinet, as prayed for in his petition. 
This court answers both these questions in the 
affirmative, reverses the judgment of the eourt 
below, and remands the cause for further proceed- 
ings. Opinion by Chief-Justice Waite. 

No. 9—The New-Orleans, Mobile and Texas Rail- 
road Company, plaintiff in error, vs. Henry ZUerman, 
—Appeal from the Circuit Court of the United 
States for the District of Louisiana.—This is a case 
in which the defendant in error, as wharfinger of 
New-Orieans, sought to enjoin the plaintiff in error 
and lessees under it from collecting wharfage dues 
from vessels making use of its piers and wharves, 
the point at issue being the right of the State Le- 
gislature to grant authority to the railroad 
company to collect dues from vessels load- 
ing and discharging at piers and wharves 
built and owned by itself within the city limits. 
This court holds that the act granting such right to 
the railroad company was not in derogation of 
any right of the city, inasmuch as the city could 
only claim compensation for the use of piers and 
wharves built and maintained by itself. Decree re- 
versed, with costs, and cause remanded, with 
directions to dismiss the bill. 

No. 211—The United States, appellant, vs. The Diz 
Island Granite Company.—Appeal from the Court 
of Claims.—The controversy in this case relates to 
the properconstruction to be given to the contract 
under which the Dix Island Granite Company fur- 
nished the granite used in building the New-York 
Post Office. The contract stipulated that payment 
shoulda be made for the stone delivered at the rate 
of “65 cents per cubic foot forall stones when 
the quarried dimensions do not exceed 20 cubic 
feet in each stone, and i cent additional for 
every cubic foot of those having szch dimensions 
exceeding 20 feet.” The Treasery Department 
computed the amount tobe paid for the larger 
stones by the following rule: To 65 centsadd1 
cent for each cubic foot exceeding 20 contained in 
the stone, and the sum is the price to be paid for 
each and every cubic foot in the entire stone. The 
claimant. however, contended that the rule of 
computation should have been as follows: To 65 
cents add 1 cent foreach cubic foot in the entire 
stone, and the sum is the price to be paid for each 
and every foot in the entire stone. The Court 
of Claims sustained the interpretation given to the 
eontract by the granite company and; rendered 
judgment in its favor for $70,745 74, the amount of 
theWifference between the sum_paid under the 
Treasury Department’s ruling and the sum due ac- 
cording to the claimant’s computation. The judg- 
ment of the Court of Claims is here affirmed. 
Opinion by Justice Field, Chief-Justice Waite and 
Justices Miller and Harlan dissenting.

Crosby agreed with 
them that arbitrary arrests for violation of the 
Excise law were not proper, and also that the 
clause to the present law requiring a salcon or 
bar-room to have three beds eould not be applied 
to large cities like New-York and Brooklyn, and 
was therefore entirely unnecessary. There was 
some disagreement between the committee and 
Dr. Crosby as to the charge for license fees, Dr. 
Crosby wishing to have it inereased. Both Dr. 
Crosby and the eommittes agreed, the report 
stated, as to what should be the main features of & 
new Excise law, and the points upon which an 
agreement had been arrived at were added to the 
bill drafted by the union. The bill is to come up in 
the Assembly to-morrow.

MISSIONARY HINMAN’S ALLEGED WAY OF 


BRINGING 8QUAWS AND SERVANT GIRLS 


INTO THE FOLD—‘‘ CAMPING OUT’”’ WiTtH 
SISTER LIZZIE -—- THE HINMAN-HARE 
SCANDAL. 

The third week of the trial of the twenty- 


five-thousand-dollar libel suit of the Rey. Samuel 


Hinman against Bishop Hare began yesterday be- 


fore Judge Van Vorst and a jury in Supreme 
Court, Circuit. The testimony of the day was 
confined to depositions respecting the scandals. 
The first document read was the testimony of 
Miss Mary Z. Graves, of Santee Agency, who de- 
posed that prior to 1879 Mr. Hinman’s reputation 
for castity was bad. Statements made by Lucy 
Ross, the half-breed girl, respecting Mr. Hinman’s 
charaeter were objected to, and Mr. Nash, passing 
them, read further from the deposition in refer- 
ence to the alleged improper incident in the ser- 
vants’ room atthe mission. Deponent remembered 
finding Mr. Hinman in August, 1876, alone with the 
servant Lena Olsen ia her room with the door shut. 
Miss Kerback at this time had gone out riding. 
Deponent went along the passageway to the room 
opposite, where some workmen were fixing the 
roof. Mr. Hinman suddenly opened the door and 


came out, looking very red in the face, and with 
his eyes wild and startled looking and his 
manner embarrassed. Deponent found the girl 
Lena also embarrassed and . looking down. 
She said she was doing nothing, and “did not come 
down stairs because Mr. Hinman wanted to talk to 
her.”* Deponent said “it was all wrong,” and 
the girl replied, ‘‘Oh, I suppose he was after 
me, and I am not the’ only one he was after.” 
After Mr. Hinman left Santee the deponent told 
Bishop Hare of this occurrence and gave hima 
written statement in reference to‘it. There was 
considerable argument upon the question of ad- 
mitting this statement, but part of it having been 
excluded by Judge Van Vorst and the numerous 
exceptions of ex-Recorder Smith noted, Mr. Nash 
proceeded to read extracts respecting ‘the above 
incident. The document was dated June 5, 1878, 
and was written, so it was stated, because there 
Was something very wrong in the mission, accord- 
ing to the writer’s notions, and she was forced to 
doubt his morality by reason of the servant-room 
occurrence. The girl told herthat Mr. Hinman had 
not touched her, but she saw there had been some 
trifling between them. The giri afterward told her 
that Mr. Hinman had besought her not to tell of 
the occurrence. Undercross-examination the de- 
ponent said that Bishop Hare suggested that the 
statement in writing be given him. She did not re- 
member any other incident as illustrating impro- 
riety on Mr. Hinman’s part. She could not recol- 
ect any other suspicious cireumstance. Mr. Hin- 
man was kind to Amos and Lucy Ross. Deponent 
did notsee Lena Olsen and Mr. Hinman together 
ee to the time of seeing Mr. Hinman come 
rom herroom. Deponent did not think they bad 
been guilty of wrong when they were alone in the 
room, only she considered it was wrong for a gen- 
tieman to flatter the vanity of a servant girl or to 
be familiar with her. After this the deponent 
never saw avuything questionable in the girl's 
behavior. 

The deposition of Miss Amelia Ives, of Santee, 
was next produced. Deponent was "house 
mother” of St. Mary’s School, Shehad known Mr. 
Hinman for several years, and knew his reputation 
for ehaatity to be bad at both Santee and Yankton 
Agency. is reputation was infamous, but she 
could not say as to whether his ‘“‘name was a by- 
word.’ She heard numerous statements and ru- 
mors affecting his general character prior to 1879. 
Mrs. Lucy Ross told deponent that Mr. Hinman had 
told her things that made her feel very much 
ashamed, and that he had kissed her. Shetold him 
he must not speak soto her. This oceurred in Mr. 
Hinman’s study. Deponent told Bishop Hare. 
Cross-examined, deponent said she worked under 
Bishop Hare’s supervision and could be removed by 
him. It was since Bishop Hare came to the agency 
that Mr. Hinman’s reputation became infamous. 

The deposition of the Rey. Mr. H. Burt was read 
after recess. He deposed as to Mr. Hinman’s repu- 
tation in the Indian country. He madea written 
tatement to Bishop Hare respecting Mr. Hinman’s 
conduct. This statement set forth that, in August, 
1876, the deponent drank liquor with Mr. Hinman 
turing a visit to Niobrara, and that on the journey 
home Mr. Hinman slowed signs of intoxication 
and fell when going into the house. He went out 
apparently feeling unwell, and when he came back 
he went directly to bed. Henever before saw the 

laintiff so much under the influence of liquor. 

‘he stories and rumors in the Indian country 
against Mr. Hinman were numerous, The cross- 
examination was directed to showing that the de- 
ponent heard no rumors while at Crow Creek 
against the plaintiff. It was after Mr. Hin- 
man’s removal that deponent’s statement was 
written by the Bishop’s request, and without re- 
luctance. It was addressed to Mr. Cleveland by the 
Bishop’s request. Deponent presumed he received 
acopy of the Hare pamphlet. Deponent was but 
little under the influence of drink, while Mr. Hin- 
man was pretty far gone. Deponent had been in- 
toxicated himself at times. He could not say posi- 
tively ‘whether Mr. Hinman drank at any other 
time than when deponent was in his company. He 
had an impression that he did. 

William Saul, of Crow Creek, deposed that he 
had known Mr. Hinman since he (deponent) was 
13 years old, and knew he had a bad reputation 
for chastity. He studied in Mr. Hinman’s Bible 
class in Santee. He expressed dissatisfaction in a 
letter to Bishop Hare against Mr. Hinman’s meth- 
od of teaching. He also told Mr. Hinman that he 
heard he had said that he (Saul) had sent some- 
body to se¢ whether he (Hinman) had visited 
Tipi-Dutawin, the Indian woman. He wanted Mr. 
Hinman to understand that he (Saul) had legs. 
and would go himself if he wanted 

find out anything. fe didn’t think 
ich of Mr. Hinman after the report 
e outof what he haddone. After Hinman’s 
noval Bishop Hare made deponent catechist in 
th e church. He saw 3ishop Hare aiter writing the 
letter in company with three Ind ians, One of 
them said that the tradespeople would not accept 
Mr. Hinman’s money orders after a time. The 
Bishop did not tell deponent to find out 
what he could about Mr. Hinman. He told 
the scholars, however, to say nothing about the 
interviewed with him to those at Yankton Agency 
There was next produced aud read the deposition 
of William J. Cleveland. He testified that he be- 
longed to Rose B ud “Mission, in Dakota, and knew 
Mr. Hinman, and heard st or ‘ies about the latter’s in- 
temperance and immoralit They were prevalent 
pnumong both whites and fedtehs. Deponent mar- 
ried Sister Lizzie, a mission helper. He heard in 
1876 that Mr. Hinman was intemper rate, but there 
were no definite reports. Two people spoke to 
him about it. He did not bear it from any other 
source. He had never himself seen Mr. Hinman 
intoxicated or under the influence of liquor. One 
of the stories of immorality came in the first in- 
stance from Bishop Hare. From the Rev. Mr. 
Cook he learned that Miss Kerback charged 
that Hinman had violated her person, 
He presented Hinman to the Bishop for trial on the 
strength of the letter shown him by Cook, and con- 
taining that charge. Bishop Hare toid the depo- 
nent that Mr. Hinman was supposed to have had 
tmproper relations with an Indian woman. le 
was to] " of this by the Bishop in tne latter’s study, 
in St. Mary’s School, Y vankton Agency, the Bishop 
having sent for him. Deponent never had any 
direct personal knowledge of any improper con- 
duct on Mr. Hinman'’s part. He was told that Mr. 
Hinman seized Sister Lizzie ina passageway and 
kissed her, and refused to let her go, although she 
struggled. He knew that she traveled with Mr. 
Hinman and camped out with him, but did rot 
know whether this was before or after the passage- 
way incident. The further hearing was adjourned 
until to-day.

THE EVILS OF THE LOTTERY BUSINESS. 

William Pattent was tried before Judge 
Cowing, in the General Sessions Court, yesterday, 
for selling lottery policies, After a long absence 
the jury came into court and announced that they 


could not agree upon a verdict. The Judge, ad- 
dressing the jury, said: ‘* Unless some more strin- 
ent law in relation to this offense is passed, policy 
} nd will become as numerous as the stars in the 
heavens. If you feel, however, that the law has 
not been violated, I do not blame you for failing to 
convict. We have tried two other cases, and have 
not arrived at any conclusion. If gome measures 
are not taken to sup ppress them policy ehnops will 
multiply ten-fold, and become so great an evil that 
some arbitrary measures Will have to be adopted in 
_ orderto break them up. The great trouble about 
policy shops is that they are ‘bucket shops’—skin 
games without a semblance of lottery, and not 
sven the shadow of a chance for those who patron- 
izethem. They are simply sinks into which men 
and women pour the last cent needed for the sup- 
port of their families. Still, of course, if you con- 
vider that policy-dealers are ‘not violating the law 
itis your duty not to convict them, and I must 
discharge you.”

MR. PALMER’S THRILLING ACCOUNT OF THE 
CAPTURE OF FORT WAGNER. 

The Rev. A. J. Palmer, Pastor of the St, 


James Methodist Episcopal Church, Kingston, N. 


Y., delivered a lecture last evening in the Free Bap- 


tist Church in West Twenty-fifth-street, on the sub- 
ject, *‘ Fort Wagner and Rebel Prisons.” His treat- 
ment of these topics was out of the usual rut of 
similar lectures, and proved very interesting to 
the moderate sized audienee gathered to hear 


him. Jn the Fall of 1861 a number of 
the students of a Methodist seminary, in- 


cluding the lecturer, enlisted for the war 


and were formed into Company B, of the Forty- 
eighth New- York Regiment. They soon became 
known as the ** Die-no-more”’ company, because of 
a certain religious song they used to sing. Mr. 
Palmer very briefly sketched the movements of his 
regithent up to the battle of Fort Wagner, and 
then told in graphic language of that terrible strug- 
gle which took place in July, 1868, The fort, he 
said, was the most impregnable earthwork in 
the country. After two desperate assaults 
had faile to capture the stronghold, 
Strong’s “fighting brigade,” of which the 
Forty-eighth New-York formed a part, 
was ordered to make another onslaught. It wasa 
terrible blunder made by somebody, but it was 
obeyed. The assault was a butchery, not a battle. 
Four thousand men dashed upon the fort, and in 
four minutes only 400 men remained alive, But 
this handful fought on and into the stronghold. A 
regiment was ordered up to help the 400 hold 
the fort they had captured, and by a fear- 
ful blunder this reinforcement fired upon 
the 400 with such deadly effect that only 
140 men were left. That mistake lost 
the fort, and all the outpouring of blood had been 
invain., After firing the reinforcement turned and 
fled. Then the 140 men, not ene of whom was a 
commissioned officer, held that stronghold three 
mortal hours, until at last, surrounded by the 
enemy, they were forced to surrender, and Fort 
Wagner was againarebel stronghold. Of the 140 
survivors of the carnage 28 were of the Forty- 
eighth Regiment, and 5, including the lecturer, 
were all that were left of the * Die-no-more” com- 
pany. 

The prisoners were taken the next morning to 
Charleston, and were so jeered in the streets that 
they were glad to get into jail. Here they re- 
mained three days—two days without food. Then 
they were given a tub of mush, and were taken to 
Columbia, where they spent two months in jail. 
Their quarters were comparatively comfortable, 
and the lecturer’s memory of Columbla was not 
wholly unpleasant. In September they were 
taken to Richmond, to freeze, to starve, to be- 
come idiots, and to die. with thousands 
of companions, in Libby Prison and Belle 
Isle. The lecturer touched briefly upon the horrors 
of Belle Isle, and paid an eloquent tribute to the 
heroes who perished there. He called them heroes, 
he said, because there was not an hour in which 
they could not have been free by simply saying to 
the guard, “Sir, we are willing to take the oath of 
allegiance to tke Southern States.”” The most 
eareful search had shown that only 26 prisoners 
ever took that oath, while there are records of 
over 50,000 men who died rather than forswear 
their country. When Mr. Palmer finally reached 
home he was the only survivor of the “ Die-no- 
more” company. 

RAPID TRANSiT IN BROOKLYN. 

Mayor Low, of Brooklyn, has addressed a 
letter to the gentlemen who some time ago asked 
him to appoint still anotner rapid transit commis- 
sion, in which he explains why he requested them 
to withdraw their petition. Machinery set in mo- 
tion now, he says, while the fundamental law is at 
fault, might produce a result quite the contrary of 
that desired. The Mayor has, with others, framed 
an amendment to the rapid transit act of 1875, 
which will be presented to the Legislature in a few 
days. It provides: 1. A Mayor's commission in 
laying out a route shall assess the damage to abut- 
ting property as though it were to be paid in detail 
at once. 2. Before a corporation proposing to 
build a road can acquire. title to its route 
it must place in an authorized depository in money 
or bonds an amount equal to the sum total of the 
awards, 3. Two years later a commission appointed 
by the court shall make what shall then seem a 
just award to each property-holder, but within the 
imit of the first award. Any excess in the fund is 
to be paid back to the corporation. The amena- 
ment concedes two things to the roads: 1. The 
corporation before beginning to build will know 
the maximum amount of damages it will be called 
upon to pay. 2. It is not possible to accurately and 
ey assess damages in advance. The two points 
will be covered by the trust fund and by a review 
of the award by aseparate commission after two 
years have shown what the actual damages are. 
Certain and actual payment will be secure to prop- 
erty-holders, and at the same time the corporation 
will not be obliged to pay additional sentimental 
damages.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, rain, followed by 
clearing weather, southerly to westerly winds, 
faliung barometer, slight rise in temperature. 

While there are, doubtless, many items 
fn the bills contingent on the illness and 
fumeral of President GARFIELD which are 
spento criticism, it does seem that they might 
have been audited and finally adjusted 
without the necessity of public discussion. 
It will strike most people as a quite unwar- 
ranted stretch of economical vigilance to 
squabble over the difference of a few 
thousand dollars, more or less, of allow- 
rnce to the late President’s physicians, 
anxl Americans who are compelled to listen 
to foreign comments on our national legis- 
lature will be disagreeably reminded by 
this incident of how little that body 
seems-to care for national dignity. Turning 
to the announcement that a Senate com- 
mittee ‘has recommended an allowance of 
$13,000 to two Senators for expenses 
incurred in defending their titles 
to seats, the casual reader may be 
tempted to wonder whether the disagree- 
ment overthe Garfield expense account is 
not actuated rather by a desire for personal 
notoriety than.by any strict regard for 
economy. 


\McGarpganan, the irrepressible, once 
move appears on the surface, this time with 
n favorable report in the House. There 
never was a time when McGARRAHAN 
was not before Congress or the 
courts. The proposition now reported in 
his favor is likely to give him a new lease of 
life, so that generations yet unborn shall 
learn to dread the name of McGarraHAN 
and his lawsuits. The scheme is to appoint 
B commission to examine into the case 
and decide how much damage, if any, 
McGarranan has sustained in consequence 
pf the location of the New-Idria Quicksil- 
ver Mining Company on lands claimed by 
him. The present possessors are not to be 
flisturbed, but if the Commissioners decide 
that he has rights in the disputed claim, he is 
to be indemnified by the United States. 
‘There is a door opened, also, by which Mc-

he isnot satisfied with the decisions in the 
matter. Once in the courts, we may be 
sure, MeGaRRAnAN Will never get out again 
§f he can help it. 

NS TIS TS 

Both houses of the Legislature have 
passed resolutions asking the President of 
the United States to remit the penal sentence 
passed upon the would-be assassin of Gut- 
@eav. In both cases’ the author of the 
resolution is a Tammany man, and in 
both the excuse alleged in favor 
of Sergt. Mason appears to be 
that ‘“his misdemeanor came from patriotic, 

If misguided, motives.’’ This is, at best, a 
ylender reason for permitting iawlessness to 
go unpunished, and when such lawlessness 
assumes the character of a gross breach of 
wailitary discipline it is no reason at all. For 


it is of the very essence of soldierly obedience 
to maintain the most absolute, unquestioning 
fidelity at the post of duty, and to guard 
the most despicable of prisoners with the 
same unswerving watchfulness as the most 
vital point of a military position. The 
moment it is held to be expedient for a 
soldier to establish for himself various grades 
of obedience to’ orders, military discipline, 
and consequently all that distinguishes an 
army from an armed mob, is at an end. In- 
stead of being a palliation of his offense, the 
alleged ‘patriotic motives’? which impelled 
Mason to constitute himself the executioner 
of Gurreav are really an aggravation of it. 


TE TT BTA 

Mayor Low announces that an amend- 
ment to the ‘‘rapid transit act’’ of 1875 has 
been devised by himself and others, by 
which it is hoped to secure substantial jus- 
tice to property-owners without unduly ham- 
pering legitimate enterprises of this char- 
acter. The amendment will be presented 
in a few days to the Legislature. It requires 
that any company proposing to erect such a 
road shall first deposit money or securities 
sufficient to cover probable damages to be 
assessed by the commission laying out 
the road, and that at the end of 
two years they shall pay such dam- 
ages as may be determined to have 
been actually inflicted. This plan is 
intended to enable a company to know the 
maximum amount it may have to pay, and 
at the same time to secure the interests of 
property-owners. It is simple, and under 
the administration of Mayor Low it would 
undoubtedly work well. The Mayor adds 
that in any such project that he might have 
to deal with he should endeavor to have the 
city compensated for the value of the fran- 
chise granted.

There is evidently something wrong with 
the lottery law or with the juries before 
whom the cases against lottery-dealers have 
been brought. The failure to convict a 
policy-dealer in the Court of General 
Sessions yesterday appears to have been 
the third of similar miscarriages of 
justice within a few days, and, as 
Judge Cowrna remarked, it will tend 
to discourage all similar prosecutions 
and to give an enormous impetus to the 
policy business. The Judge is evidently 
disposed to blame the law for the failure of 
juries to find that the agents of policy shop 
skin games violate it, and when long adver- 
tisements of lottery drawings are found in 
the columns of daily newspapers, it 
does seem as if either a more 
stringent enactment were required or a 
more vigorous enforcement of such law as 
we have. Gov. CoRNELL has shown a de- 
cided personal interest in the attempt to put 
down the lottery business in this City. He 
might follow up his admonitions to the Po- 
lice Commissioners by a hint to the Legisla- 
ture that the passage of a law under which 
policy-dealers can be convicted and ade- 
quately punished would be a valuable ser- 
vice to the cause of public morality. 

THE TARIFF DISCUSSION. 

The position of those who have control of 
revenue legislation in the House of Repre- 
sentatives is much more liberal and sensible 
than it was in the fore part of the session, 
and even up toa fortnight ago. The senti- 
ment expressed in the Republican caucus 
last week has evidently surprised some of 
them, and the strength and distinctness of 
that expression has opened their eyes to the 
danger and folly of the dog-in-the-manger 
policy which they had so confidingly adopt- 
ed at the dictation of the extreme protec- 
tionists. They no longer talk of forcing 
the Tariff Commission bill through without 
amendment and without general debate, 
Still less do they propose to cut down the 
taxes on liquors and tobacco by one-half, 
while leaving untouched the great and un- 
justifiable burdens imposed on American in- 
dustry by the tariff. On the contrary, as 
will be seen by our dispatches this morn- 
ing, the Committee of Ways and 
Means have got the commission of the 
House to proceed at once to the 
consideration of the commission bill 
as soon as the House shall again go into 
Committee of the Whole, and, unless inter- 
fered with by some appropriation Dill, to 
continue the discussion of that measure un- 
til it is finally disposed of. The committee 
agree, for their part, not. to oppose discus- 
sion and amendment, leaving that to the 
Speaker and the House to determine. 

This is a long step forward, for it is a con- 
cession on the part of those who have hither- 
to been the most obstinate and unreasoning 
obstructionists. that the question of the 
tariff and of tariff reform is one that cannot 
be indefinitely postponed. It is true that 
under the recent ruling as to the character 
of thecommission bill amendments intended 
to reduce the tariff may be shut out, but a 
general discussion can hardly be avoided. 
The very nature of the bill, which 
is @ proposition to refer the _ revi- 
sion of the tariff to a commission 
of experts, involves a discussion of the oper- 
ation of the tariff as it is, of the manner in 
which it affects the revenue, of the influence 
exerted by it on the various interests with 
which it deals, and, still further, upon the 
constitutional warrant for any such measure. 
The whole field of debate must be opened by 
any attempt to explain or justify the extraor- 
dinary experiment of an outside commis- 
sion to examine into the work of rais- 
ing the revenue. Of course, in any such 
discussion the particular point of the time 
which must be consumed directly by the 
commission, and which must also be con- 
sumed before the work of the commission 
can in the ordinary course of things receive 
efficient action from Congress, will be fully 
elucidated. It is fair to suppose that many 
votes will turn upon this point, and it is not 
probable that they will be turned in favor of 
the bill. 

Whatever may be the result of the de- 
cision of the House to take up this measure, 
it is very desirable that the debate upon it 
shall be intelligent and practical. It is un- 
avoidable that the constitutionality of pro- 
tection shall pass unquestioned, but there is 
a growing conviction among the people that 
it is entirely unconstitutional and can be 
sustained only by precedent. But it is not 
desirable that this part of the subject mat- 
ter shall receive any great degree of atten- 
tion. Granting that Congress has the right 
to impose taxes for the purpose of impeding 
foreign competition with American capital- 


i ists, for the purpose of fostering their enter-_| 
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prises, itis the duty of the favored capital- 
ists to prove in the first place that they 
need protection, in the second place that the 
protection which they enjoy does not ham- 
per other interests and industries, and in the 
third place that protection, if given, 
will in a reasonable time make them 
self-supporting and independent of the 
favors given them at the expense 
of their customers. By the avowed 
theories of the protectionists they are now 
on the defensive. The principal features of 
the tariff are of twenty years’ standing. 
For that time the Government has inter- 
posed duties averaging nearly 50 per cent., 
and often, in important cases, much 
higher, between foreign rivals and 
home } capitalists engaged in certain 
manufactures. What has been the 
result? Have these manufactures been de- 
veloped as was expected? If so, why do 
they require further intervention by the 
law? If not, when may we reasonably 
suppose that they will become independent ? 
On these points there is not the obscurity 
and uncertainty that prevailed when the 
present tariff was enacted. The general 
facts are very largely accessible through the 
reports of the Bureau of Statistics. The par- 
ticular facts should be required of those who 
sustain the further extension of Government 
favor, and they should be required in a 
specific and complete form. The time has 
gone by when the long-continued abuses of 
the tariff can be covered by constant repeti- 
tion of barren generalities regarding the pro- 
tection of American labor. American labor, 
as a whole, is not protected. It is a grave 
question whether any American labor is 
protected. If it be, let us know precisely 
what labor, and what is the extent and 
value of the protection. 

As to the political bearing of the question, 
Republicans are uncommitted. The party 
is not bound to the present tariff, or to any 
tariff of which the chief object is not reve- 
nue. Its representatives are free to decide 
for themselves how far the tariff should be 
reduced, and in what direction. Not evena 
Congressional caucus has yet spoken on that 
subject. The Republicans will be very 
foolish if they allow either the protection- 
ists or the Democrats to force them into an 
advocacy of extreme protectionist ideas, on 
the ground that party consistency requires 
it. Onthe contrary, the permanent inter- 
ests of the party would be very seriously 
compromised by any such policy. 

UNEASY WORKING MEN. 

There have been two large meetings, or 
conventions, of representatives of organiza- 
tions for the protection of labor interests, 
within a few days. One of these was held 
in Philadelphia, and was practically a fail- 
ure. There was lack of harmony among 
the promoters, and the result was confusion 
and jealousy. The New-York convention, 
on the other hand, was large and important. 
It was important because the convocation 
represented many trades-unions, all devoted 
to various mechanical callings, but all 
animated by a common instinct of danger. 
It is not easy to see the cause for alarm 
which working men are usually so alert to 
discover. But if we may believe the speak- 
ers who led the meeting at Science Hall, the 
other afternoon, and those who subsequently 
talked with the reporters about the purposes 
of the assemblage, there is ever among 
working men an apprehension of oppression. 
The meeting was not held to concert meas- 
ures looking toward a movement by all the 
trades, but to consolidate the various labor 
organizations with reference to future dis- 
putes that may arise betwixt employers and 
employed. It is intended that all of the 
labor societies will be prepared to act as one 
body. 

To show how generally the disposition to 
organize for ‘‘self-protection’’ has pervaded 
the mechanical trades, it is only necessary 
to enumerate some of the callings repre- 
sented in the Science Hall meeting. There 
were present longshoremen, frame-makers, 
horseshoers, masons, blacksmiths, wheel- 
wrights, bricklayers, furniture machine 
workers, silk weavers, cabinet-makers, ba- 
kers, piano-makers, roofers, shoe-makers, 
brass-workers, pattern-makers, carpenters, 
house-painters, plasterers, and tailors. Nor 
were these trades represented by one lodge, or 
association, to each. Some callings sent two 
or more delegates, each one of whom came 
from a separate organization. Although no 
distinct grievance was formulated by the 
convention, and no special purpose was an- 
nounced for the consideration of the dele- 
gates, itis noticeable that the general ex- 
pression of the meeting was one of dis- 
content. It is the habit of men who 
follow manual labor as a means of 
livelihood to consider that they are 
wronged. If they are not oppressed be- 
cause they are working men, they are 
wronged because they are compelled to be 
working men. There is a feeling among 
these men that they are kept in a condition 
of inferiority by unjust and tyrannical laws; 
that people who do not work with their 
hands are favorites of fortune, made so by 
unjust and unequal conditions of society, 
and that this state of things should be 
changed somehow and ‘‘the bottom rail be 
put on top.” 

It is not surprising that men murmur 
when they contrast their own narrow cir- 
cumstances with the boundless wealth and 
magnificence of the very rich. As the work 
of men’s hands is unquestionably at the 
foundation of all permanent prosperity, it is 
not inexplicable that the manual laborer is 
dissatisfied with what appears to him to be 
a most unfair distribution of the allot- 
ments of the general welfare. It is the 
puzzle of working men, when they 
meet to discuss their alleged wrongs, 
to discover the cause of, and the 
remedy for, their bondage. That there isa 
grievance somewhere they are confident. 
Otherwise, they would not be poor while 
others are rich or in comfortable circum- 
stances. At the Science Hall meeting on 
Sunday last there were several guesses at 
the causes which underlie the disparity of 
circumstances in which the employer and 
the employed are respectively environed. 
Of course, there are many grievances 
just beneath the surface. One of 
these is the employment of . laborers 
in penal institutions. If it were not 
for convict labor, it is declared, the 
honest working man would be far better off 
than he is. There wasa general feeling in 
the meeting in favor of laws restricting con- 
victs to Jabor reonired.ta.nroduce from the. 


soil such articles as might be needed for 
their own consumption, and to the manu- 
facture of their own clothing. As there 
were no farmers or gardeners in the conven- 
tion, the first part of this proposition was 
not assailed; but a delegate from the 
Tailors’ Union protested against the 
employment of convicts in competition 
with free labor of any sort. The 
upshot of the matter was that the whole 
subject of convict labor went over for fur- 
ther consideration. It is evident, however, 
that, since no mechanical trade or calling 
will tolerate the employment of convicts in 
manual labor, as a species of competition, 
the prisoners must be kept busy without 
producing anything. This would reintro- 
duce the treadmill, and would as severely 
tax the wits of prison-keepers to furnish 
work without results as in the famous case 
of the task-master who compelled his 
charges to build stone heaps one day and 
tear them down the next. One philosopher 
remarked, the other day, that ‘‘ Society 
made criminals, and society should not be 
allowed to make a profit out of them.”’ 

The growing restiveness of the men who 
work with their own hands takes the form 
of a protest against nearly every existing 
condition of things. A newspaper organ of 
the organizations of working men not long 
ago protested bitterly against the employ- 
mentof the phrase ‘‘the laboring classes’’ 
as a stigma upon labor. One of the speakers 
at the Science Hall meeting declared that 
the working men should rule society. As 
though all society were not divisible into 
classes, and it were not unfair that any 
‘class’’ should rule. But the dangerous 
phase of the unrest that characterizes 
one of these classes is an _ irrepressible 
desire to take violent revenge for fancied 
wrongs. A French Socialist, tried for 
shooting ata man whom he had never be- 
fore seen or heard of, confessed that, having 
been dismissed from employment for neglect- 
ing his work, he resolved ‘‘to kill some 
bourgeois.’’ He selected his victim because 
he happened to wear a decoration. The 
workman acknowledged that he had quit 
work for six hours without giving notice or 
asking leave. ‘‘ When Ireturned,’’ said he, 
‘the foreman told me I was discharged. 
So, then, labor is notfree.’’ In this country 
wages have been raised, the hours of labor 
diminished, apprenticeship abolished, and 
iron-clad rules adopted, and yet the laborer 
is not satisfied. Society must be reorganized 
so that there shall be no laboring class—not 
even the Chinese. 

A BARREN SESSION. 

The present session of the British Parlia- 
ment has been thus far extremely barren of 
legislation and altogether disappointing in 
the tameness and indecisive character of the 
few party contests which have arisen. The 
Speech from the throne outlined a pro- 
gramme of almost purely English legisla- 
tion, but, doubtless because the Ministers 
had been reminded by recent experience 
that modesty in promise supplies the best 
excuse for failure in performance, it indicated 
among the measures to be introduced at this 
session only a few of the many subjects of 
unquestioned urgency which have been for 
years neglected by Conservative administra- 
tions intent on foreign and colonial matters, 
or by Liberal Governments sorely per- 
plexed over the satisfaction or suppression 
of Ireland's complaints. It begins to 
be apparent already that much of the little 
which Mr. GLapstons proposed to do will 
be left undone. The purely routine busi- 
ness of supply is now fairly well advanced. 
Beyond that there is no achievement to re- 
cord, The Bradlaugh question, which might 
have been forever settled if the Govern- 
ment had showed a little courage, still 
hangs over the chamber, threatening at 
any moment to become again the 
cause of scandalous scenes and profitless 
discussion. The promised contest between 
the Lords and the Commons over the in- 
quiry into the workings of the Land act 
proposed by the former has ended in 
smoke, the upper house retiring from its 
venturesome position and the lower con- 
tenting itself with imposing limits to the 
inquiry; so that in the dearth of actual 
business there has not even been anything 
diverting in the proceedings at Westminster. 
It is hard to say whether English states- 
men of both parties are growing 
timid, or whether Parliamentary institutions 
are decaying, but certain it is that English- 
men have aright to complain of a session 
whose morning reports are made up of noth- 
ing but unreadable commonplace speeches 
on commonplace topics. 

There is no certainty that the debate on 
the cléture resolution beginning this week 
will rise much above the uninteresting dead 
level of a debate on supply, but it will prob- 
ably be long. This matter of amending the 
rules of procedure has been managed by the 
Ministry in a singular fashion. It was an- 
nounced at the opening of Parliament 
that Mr. Guapstonm was determined 
that his amendments to the _ rules 
should be made the - first business 
of the session. The adoption of the 
first rule, empowering the Speaker to close 
the debate and put the question on a majority 
vote to that effect, was declared to be an in- 
dispensable preliminary to the other business 
proposed by the Government. Yet six 
weeks of the session have passed, and the 
rules are still awaiting the action of 
the House. At a conference of the 
Conservative members it has been de- 
cided that the clétwre resolution shall be 
opposed with might and main. The delay 
of the Government has given its ‘enemies 
opportunity to work up avery strong feel- 
ing against the new rules. A constant fire 
has been kept up in the Tory press, meet- 
ings have been held, and some prominent 
instances of defection in the Liberal ranks 
are noted. Of course, all the Irish 
members will go against the Government, 
but it is still believed that a small majority 
will be obtained for the rules. This is pos- 
sible, but from the spirit manifested by the 
Opposition and the character of their prepa- 
rations it is evident that there will be a de- 
bate of tiresome length before action is tak- 
en. Sir Srarrorp Norrncorte’s desire to 
conclude the discussion before Easter is prob- 
ably not shared by the Irish members. The 
cléture rule isfspecially aimed at them, 
and they will be sure to exhaust the im- 
measurable resources of Irish ‘‘ blarney’’ in 
the attempt to kill it, if not by the strength, 
at least by the length, of their arguments. 
The Raster recess, from the 4th to the 18th 


of April, will give them time to recover their 
breath, and the most confident prophet would 
hesitate to predict the duration or the result 
of such a debate, more particularly as it in- 
volves an innovation which probably the 
majority of Englishmen, more jealous of the 
freedom of a minority than of the rights of 
a majority, regard with grave distrust. 

Meanwhile, the reforms in the laws regu- 
lating the transfer, leasing, and possession 
of land, for which the English farmer has 
so long and so patiently waited, are put off. 
An attempt to abolish the law of distress, 
which gives direct encouragement to the 
bad management of farms by making land- 
lords indifferent about the solvency of their 
tenants, has been met by a member of the Min- 
istry with the declaration that it had not been 
proved that the tenant farmers wished the 
law of distress abolished, and beyond that 
none of the remedial measures mentioned in 
the Speech from the throne have been a sub- 
ject of discussion. It would seem, if Lib- 
eral promises to English farmers and farm 
laborers are ever to be kept, that the 
present is an exceptionally favorable 
time for beginning the work. Ire- 
land is, for her, surprisingly quiet. 
The Continental complications about which 
so much is said do not involve British in- 
terests, and of all the home questions which 
may orshould come before Parliament the 
reform of the English land laws, the revi- 
sion of the methods of local taxation and of 
local administration, and the extension of the 
franchise are by far the most important and 
most pressing. It is not at all probable, 
however, that any one of these questions 
will be reached and finally acted upon dur- 
ing the present session. 


A’SIMPLE CREED. 

On Sunday morning last, Mr. Beecnuer, 
in the course of his sermon, made a new con- 
tession of his faith, As might have been 
expected by any one who has watched Mr. 
BEECHER’s progress toward “ liberalism’ 
during the last ten years, his confession of 
faith is chiefly a confession of want of faith. 
It is not so much a statement of what he be- 
lieves as of what he disbelieves. It is a pro- 
test rather than a creed. 

Long ago Mr. BeEcHER rejected the dog- 
ma of future punishment, and hence he did 
not think it necessary last Sunday to reiter- 
ate his horror of the blasphemous theory 
that the Almighty may differ from the Pas- 
tor of Plymouth pulpit as to the proper 
principles of divine government. There 
were, however, other doctrines commonly 
thought to be a part of Christianity which 
he had not previously rejected—that is to 
say in public—and these he abjured with 
much care and nicety of expression. He 
expressed his entire disbelief in the story 
of Apam’s fall or in the dogma that 
Apam’s conduct in any way affected 
his descendants, and maintained that 
the Scriptural account of the fall is purely 
allegorical. He generously admitted that the 
gospels are in the main truthful, but claimed 
that, like XenépHon’s Memorabilia, they 
were written in the infancy of history, and 
that the writers were so utteriy regardless of 
the element of time in making their records 
that it ‘‘ was impossible to frame out of the 
four gospels anything like harmony.’’ 
Of the atonement there are, according 
to Mr. Bgrcner, seventeen or eighteen 
different theories, all of which he re- 
jected, and in their stead held that 
‘the evolution of the divine nature in 
Curist JEsus—the making known of the 
father heart and mother heart in Gop—consti- 
tuted that power which, acting upon the im- 
agination and the heart of man should bring 
him to the love of Gop.’’ Asto the Church, 
Mr. Beecuer proclaimed that ‘‘ Churches 
or Church ordinances do not matter if one 
has the right spirit,” and that ‘‘every age 
has improved on the theologic idea of the 
age before;’”’ or, in other words, that Mr. 
BrECHER’s views of what constitutes true 
Christianity are much clearer and better 
than those of the Apostles and the Church 
which they instructed. By this process of 
elimination of doctrine after doctrine Mr. 
BEECHER’s final creed is reached. He be- 
lieves that CuristT was 8 historical person of 
whom the writers of the gospels have given 
a reasonably trustworthy account, and that 
it is a wise and proper thing for man to imi- 
tate His nobility of thought and conduct. 
This is certainly a very simple creed—so 
simple, indeed, thateven Mr. Bos INGER- 
soLL could find no difficulty in accepting it. 

It has often been said that, while Mr. 
BrecHeEr is a brilliant orator, he is nota 
logician. But so far as his theology is con- 
cerned he certainly cannot be accused of any 
failure to perceive or to accept the logical 
conclusion following the theological prem- 
ises long ago adopted by him. The whole 
scheme of Christian theology rests upon the 
assumption that its cardinal doctrines have 
been supernaturally revealed by Gop to 
man, either through the infallible Scriptures, 
the infallible Church, or both. Mr. BEECHER, 
while conceding that, as a record of facts in 
the life of Curist, the gospels may be re- 
garded as substantially true, cannot admit 
that they have the character of a direct rev- 
elation, and hence cannot accept the 
theological doctrines proclaimed in the New 
Testsment as having any higher origin than 
the brains of the New Testament writers. 
Neither does he. believe in a Church of 
supernatural origin, the witness and guard- 
ian of the faith, and teaching with an au- 
thority the same in character as that which 
would attach to an infallible Bible. Having 
rejected both these media of revelation, 
from whence is Mr. BgeEcHER to derive his 
theology ? Obviously he must build upa 
system of his own in the same way in 
which a philosopher frames his system 
of philosophy. If neither the Church 
nor the New Testament has any higher 
authority than XeNopHon’s Memorabilia, 
the doctrines of the fall and the atone- 
ment, as set forth by St. Pau and other 
canonical writers, or the doctrines of the 
Trinity, as taught by the Church, are merely 
human theories which may be accepted by 
one century and rejected by another. In 
the nature of things there can be no certain- 
ty in a theology of this purely speculative 
nature, except the mere fact of CHRIST’s 
life in Judea and the desirability that men 
should imitate whatever was worthy of im- 
itation in him. Had Mr. Beecuesr, after 
his rejection of all authority, still clung to 
any of the leading doctrines of Christianity 
he would have been guilty of a weakness 
unworthy of a logical mind. 


_“Inall highly organized Churches,”’ re- 


marks Mr. Bsrcuer, “ the old doctrines re. 
main untouched.” If the doctrines of 
Christianity owe their origin to revelation, 
this unchangeableness is a necessary feature 
of the Church, but in accordance with Mr. 
BEEcHER’s theory that Christianity is a 
philosophic system which men are rearing, 
with many mistakes, and frequent changes 
from age to age, the persistency with which 
the Church keeps the faith once com- 
mitted to the saints shows a painful and 
reprehensible conservatism. Said another 
clergyman last Sunday morning, ‘‘ CHRIST 
has continued Himself in the Church 
His mystical body—a divine-human organ- 
ism that bears from him to me the invisible 
stream of divine life.’ Had Mr. Bezecner 
ever firmly held to this conception he could 
never have reached his present position, but 
as he has always rejected this conception, 
how can any one wonder that he now sneers 
at the conservatism of the Church in matters 
of doctrine and frames a creed for himself 
and his followers which permits him to ex- 
change pulpits with Mr. Bos IncEerRsout ? 


In another column Mr, CLARENCE CooK 
deals in his caustic and incisive way with the 
ignorant or malicious person who has been per- 
mitted to discuss the Cesnola “ restorations” in 
the editorial columns of the Zvening Post. This 
individual does not appear to haye seen the series 
of cards in which Mr. FevarpENT made very short 
work of the “ competent investigation” farce gone 
through by the Museum Committee, and is not 
even aware that so impartial au authority as the 
Nation has said of these cards: 


“Mr. Gaston L. Fevarpent has appealed from 
the judgment ot the committee which examined 
his charges against Gen. Dr Cxsnota to the public, 
in a series of ‘cards’ containing photographic evi- 
dence in support of the writer’s allegations. * * * 
It appears that there is a serious discrepancy be- 
tween the facts and the Director’s denials. * * * 
We have said this * card’ is one of a series, and the 
Director and Trustees of the Museum and the Ex- 
amining Committee ought not to suffer another to 
appear before vindicating the trustworthiness of 
the collection by an adequate explanation of the 
existence of the photographs.” 


Before reproducing the Post’s article in the Nation 
of Thursday next, it might be well to consult the 
files of the latter periodical, say, for May, 1881. 
About the only part of it which will then be found 
worth preserving is the suggestion that * a compe- 
tent juryof sculptors” be selected to examine the 
Cypriote collection and report the nature of their 
discoveries. Such a report would render further 
discussion of the archzological value of the collec- 
tion superfluous;

There is an odd and interesting book, based 
upon the study of names, which M. Lorman Loun- 
py, an adept in this sort of work, once put to- 
gether; and this has just been supplemented by a 
still odder volume, construsted, apparently, after 
much hard Jabor and without any very serious pur- 
pose, by another Frenchman, M. LupoLrne ps 
Virmonp: This is called, appropriately enough, 
“ Récréations Bibliographiques,” and it is really a 
very amusing compilation. It is not easy to see 
what M. pz Virmonnp’s purpose in this compilation 
is, though it is perfectly plain that some sort of 
theory or quaint fancy has animated him in his 
industrious and curious handiwork. His scheme 
may be defined as an attempt to discover the names 
of old authors who have homonyms among men 
celebrated to-day. Some of the examples presented 
by this historian of names are very eurious. Ao- 
cording to M. pz Virauonp, for instance, the excel- 
lent M. Epwonp Azovr was born in the East during 
the seventh century; his name at that halcyon 
period was Asovu-Bexr, and he was—M. Azsour 
must certainly be astonished at his new dignity— 
the father-in-law of Monammep. He was also the 
editor of the Koran, a fact which appears to 
show that M. Anour has not lost his family tra- 
ditions. That business-like and unimaginative 
writer of dramatic criticism, M. Franorsqus 
Sancey, was, M. pe Virmonp tells us, a poet as far 
back as the sixteenth century, and the author 
of a life of Saint Lovis. There was a 
M. Sancey pe Sutreres fn the eighteenth century, 
who wrote in a practical way about agriculture; 
and this may tend to prove that imagination has 
been steadily losing groundin the Sarcer family 
up to the present time. There isalso M. CoquELin, 
the gifted and charming comedian of the Comédie 
Francaise, who is said to have been a Chancellor 
inthe Church of the Paris University during the 
seventeenth century, and who wrote a learned 
volume upon Epicrervus. Whether an actor who 
evolves from a Chancellor degenerates is a point 
upon which the discoverer of these race modifica- 
tions throws nolight. Some of the most popular 
names in France are thus traced back by this in- 
genious Parisian. Faure, the renowned baritone, 
was—homonymously, of course—a pastoral ro- 
mancer in the sixteenth century; the Daupets of 
the last century were, one a poet and one a 
chevalier; Zoua,in the eighteenth century, was a 
student of ecclesiastical documents, and it will 
please Zoua to know that there were documentsin 
those days; Gustave Dorz wasa Doctor of Divinity 
in the sixteenth century; Txrers was curate of 
Vibraie in the eighteenth, and Bauzao was an ama- 
teur poet at about the same time. 
oO 


Newspapers in several European capitals are 
discussing their figures of mortality, and none of 
them with satisfaction, save the slight satisfaction 
which one or two of them find in being notso 
badly off as their neighbors. Statistics for Lon- 
don, Paris, and Madrid show that London is the 
healthfulest and Madrid the least healthful of these 
three. Parisians, in thus ranking after Londoners, 
are not a little envious and discontented that the 
capital of ‘* the most civilized nation in the world” 
should be outdone by the metropolis of a country 
in which they are fond of saying no real civiliza- 
tion ever entered or ever could have entered 
without assistance from Normandy—assistance 
which the English were forced by the sword to 
take whether they would orno. For the year 1880 
the Paris death rate was about 25 in 1,000, while in 
London the rate was not above 21.6 in 1,000. 
But it is argued in London that this does not truly 
represent the extent of the Paris excess, since 
Paris is especialiy favored by its exceptionally 
small population of young children and aged per 
sons. Proper allowances being made for this fact, 
the Englishmen say the mortality of Paris in 1880 
showed 128 deaths for each 100 in London. This 
record is allthe more discouraging because there 
has been an actual improvement in Paris since the 
year 1821. For the 50 years included between 
that date and 187i—a _ period in which 
there were four cholera epidemics, however—the 
rate per 1,000 was 80; forthe next five years it was 
26.5, and for the next 24.3, while in 1880, as already 
stated, it was about 25. For Madrid, unfortu- 
nately, the figures given are of total deaths com- 
pared with births instead of percentages. So 
great, however, has been the increase that Sefior 
CASTELAR’S paper sarcastically remarks that unless 
immigration is encouraged the city will soon be as 
deserted as it was in the days of the Goths. For 
January last the Madrid deaths numbered 2,225 
and the births 1,382, or an excess of 893 deaths. 
At this rate Madrid, if she had no immigra- 
tion, would be depopulated in about 35 years. 
Years ago it used to be a familiar feature of popu- 
lar lecturers on city life to point out the excessof 
deaths over births, and we see how little has been 
done to make this appalling fact a thing of the 
past. Madrid does not make a much worse show- 
ing than New-York. Fora month past the deaths 
have every week been from 200 to 300 in excess of 
the births; the whols month’s figures are 3,297 
deaths and 2,126 births. 
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As a means of obtaising additional velocity 
and greater penetrating power, the multiform 
principle in gunnery has for some years occupied 
the attention of American artillerists. Its possi- 
bilities to accomplish the end aimed at have been 
theoretically proved, and much confidence has been 
placed in the theory. Practically, it has had no 
complete test. A short time ago there was cast at 
Reading, Penn., a large siege gun made on this 
principle, and the much-desired practical test will 
soon be made under Government auspices. This 
gun has cast, at regular intervals underneath the 
barrel, four chambers, in each of which a consid- 
erable charge of powder is to be placed. An addi- 
tional charge of the customary weight in the 
breech of the gun gives to the projectile its 
initial velocity. During its progress to the 
muzzle, the charges in the successive cham-. 


; 
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bers are exploded behind the projectile, the 
theory being that the pursuit of the powder gases 
tends to keep the projectile up to nearly its initial 
velocity, to the time of leaving the muzzle and 
overcoming the resisting powers of friction and 
expansion of the shot to catch the rifle groove. 
Should the theory hold good in practice, immense 
energy would be secured, tor the penetrating 
power is dependent upon the velocity with which 
the projectile starts on its flight. In moderna gun- 
nery, where heavy armor plates are the resisting 
power to be overcome, penetrative force is the 
desideratum. To accomplish the same end Eng- 
lish oranance specialists have also been experi- 
menting for some time. Air-spacing of cartridges 
was thought by many of them to be the key to tha 
secret of overcoming the resistance to flight. This 
theory has now been virtually abandoned in favor 
of asimplerone. This is the device of Col. Mart- 
LAND, R. A., Superintendent of the royal gun fac- 
tories. He proposes to substitute for air-spacing 
and the multiform principles the use of 
a retention ring. This, much like the 
stud now used on projectiles to make them grasp 
the rifle grooves, and so take accurate flight, is at- 
tached to the base of the projectile. The ring 
confines the explosive gas in the breech until a 
pressure of about two tons tothe square inch of 
the base of the projectile is obtained. The ring, 
which is larger than the barrel, surrenders and re- 
leases the projectile from its embrace only when 
this pressure is obtained. The pian has quite re- 
cently been subjected to a practical test, and a 700 
pound shot fired from a 45-ton gun with a charga 
of 400 pounds ef slow-burning powder gave an ini 
tial velocity of 2,120teet per second, representing 
an energy or penetrative power of 20,800 tons per 
foot. It is held by Col. Marrtannp that when the 
retention ring released the projectile it bounded 
forward with a high rate of speed, which was ac 
eelerated by the pursuit of powder gases until! 
the initial velocity was gained. The penetrating 
power was largely in excess of any heretofora 
obtained in gunnery and has established a 
basis by which the success of the American theorg 
must be judged.

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PROTEST FROM CHRISTIAN CHINESE. 

Cuicaco, March 20.—Fifty-one officers and 
teachers of the Chinese Sunday-school in this city 
have united in sending the followirg petition to 
the President of the United States: 

We, the officers and teachers of the Chinese Sab- 
bath-sehool in Chicago, do most earnestly petition 
you to veto the bill against Chinese immigration 
should it be passed by Congress. Our reasons for 
such petition are are: First, the fact that the 
Chinese make quiet, industrious, and law-abiding 
citizens, not filling our jails and Poor-houses as do 
some other nationalities. Second, that they spend 
as much money in proportion to what they make 
as any other foreigners, and give an equivaient for 
every dollar earned. Third, that so far as they are 
reached by Christian influences they readily accept 
our Christian faith. Fourth, that to discriminate 
between them and other nations is not in accord 
with the free institutions of our country. The sec- 
tion of the bill which we consider most obnoxious, 
and least in accord with our uniform policy hith- 
erto, is the prohibition of naturalization, regardless 
of qualifications or earnest desire on their part to 
become citizens. We pray most earnestly that you 
a be led to withhold your approval of a bill 
which seems to us so unjust in all its bearings.

POURING OVER THE RIVER BANKS. 


Sr. Louis, March 20.—The clerk of the 
steamer City of Providence, just up from Vicks- 
»urg, gives some information about the floods in 
the lower river not before published. He says: 
‘The Parisot Steam-boat Company, which runs 


steamers up the Yazoo River and its tributaries, 
bas sent into the submerged region of the Yazoo, 


Sun Flower, and Tallahatchie Rivers the light- 
draught steamers Sun Flower, De Smet, and Head- 
light, equipped for special work. Each boat is 
manned with a full complement of skiffs, axes,and 
other necessary utensils. They steam out into the 
lood as far as practicable, then anchor, and send 
s detachment of men in each direction to look for 
jufferers. They have medicines, stimulants, &., 
each boat. The crews are started out in the 
morning with instructions to proseoate their 
search until nearly dark and then to return. The 
Sun Flower, one of the boats above mentioned, 
returned the day we left Vicksburg. She had on 
board 850 sufferers, and her deck was crowded 
with cattle that had been picked up. The people 
on board were nearly all sick, and the majority of 
them in a destitute condition. Anether of their boats, 
the Headlight, is expected back at any time. She 
will also be crowded with passengers and cattle. 
The worst point on the whole river is at Milliken’s 
Bend. ‘There is an overtiow and counter-overflow 
in that district. The waters from the Mississippi 
are going over the levee and the fleods and wee 
water from the Yazeo are coming in from bebind. 
As a consequence when these two bodies meet a 
whirlpool is formed whieh destroys everything in 
its course. The locality of the whirlpool is chang- 
Ing continually, and every day it completes new 


destruction, A large yawl, filleg with ne- 
groes, caught in it the other day 
and upset, and ali the occupants. of 
the boat were drowned. The whirlpool 
struck a church a few days ago, in which several 
people, with their stock, had taken refuge. The 
chureh was in a few minutes torn to pieces, plank 
by plank, and carried away. The stock was 
drowned and the people floated around in the wa- 
ter for some hours, but were finally réscued after 
a great deal of trouble and danger. The vortex 
struck the residence, barns, and stable of an old 
and paralytic farmer named Jamison, and totally 
anoihilated them. The old gentleman was 
drowned.” 

The Government relief steamer Anita. in charge 
of Capt. Lee, who is accompanied by St. Clair 
Arnold, acting for the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment, arrived at Greenville, Miss., yesterday. The 
Globe- Democrat's eorrespondent, who is aboard this 
steamer, telegraphs that she will immediately pro- 
ceed up the Yazoo River and distribute her sup- 
pdlies—about 100 tons—and render what other 
assistance is possible to the destitute ae ta 
In that region. Capt. Lee has information 
that there is great distress and _ suffer- 
ing throughout the Yazoodelta. It was originally 
designed to remove the people from their flooded 
homes to secure and comfortable quarters, but it is 
ascertained that there are so many of them that it 
would require a whele fleet of steamers and boats 
to carry out that plan, and it has therefore been 
abandoned. The peopie will be left in their houses, 
except in extreme cases, and arrangements will be 
made to furnish them with supplies from depots to 
be established at eligible points. Capt. Lee held a 
consultation with prominent citizens of Greenville, 
and at last accounts was making all haste to the 
Yazoo country. At Prentis seyen persons were 
drowned when the levee broke. 

VicKspurG, Miss., March 20,—The steamer 


Carroll arrived this morning from the Yazoo River. 
She bas moved about 1,000 horses and mules from

the plantations to Yazoo city. She reports the 
river atastand at Tchula city. The water is ris- 
ing in Delta, opposite this city. A strong current 
bas set in throngh the priucipal streets.

init. Yazoo River is now on a stand at Burtonia 
and falling at the head of Honey Island. The Talla- 
hatchie River is also falling. At the Longwood 
levee a strong force was at work on Saturday re- 

airing a smali break, and it is believed it has 

been made secure. About 3850 bales. of 

cotton in the warehouse at that plaee 
will be shipped on the J. M. White 
to-day. One hundred bales of cotton are onthe 
bank. At Tallulah Landing, Miss.. there is no 
water on the levee, and it is crowded with fam- 
ilies from the back country. At Shiloh Landing 
there is much trouble from the back water, but the 
front levee is intact. At Alsatia the levee is all 
right. At Samuel Nelson’s, in chute No. 97, the 
back water has commenced rising at the rate of 
eightinches in 24 hours. He has about75 acres free 
from water, on which he has 213 persons needing 
rations, also a hundred head of mules and horses, 
200 head of sheep, and 200 head of cattle. 

At Tennessee Landing the back water is three 
feet higher than the river, and is running over tho 
levee into the river. At Magna Vista the back 
water commenced rising on Friday night, and on 
Saturday night the water was running over the 
levee into the river. In the house of Mr. Chapman, 
at this place, there are 80 people in the second 
story, and outside there is not a foot of land visible. 
The water rose suddenly and there were many nar- 
row escapes from drowning. At Chotard the levee 
is all right, but the back water is running into 
the river. ‘There are about 200 negroes camped 
around a small church on the bank at this place. 
All this water is from Steele’s Bayou, Deer Creek, 
and the Sunflower and Yazoo Rivers. There are 
at least 900 people between Chotard and Magna 
Vista, mostly eoléred, who will have to be supplied 
with rations. At Brunswick Point the back-water 
jis running into the river,anda large number of 
cattle have been lost. This is the first high water 
they have had there in 15 years. Tho whole 
of the Eagle Bend country is under water. 
B. H. Kiger will lose fully $5,000 worth of stock. 
The Buckhorn break is at least a half-mile wide 
and 10 feet deep. The water is spreading all over 
the country, and the people are on the tops of the 
houses waiting to be removed. James A. Stone 
and James B. Stone at Omega rescued 90 people by 
means of skiffs. Milliken’s Bend is still free from 
water, though the levee is brokenin several places 
above and below it. 

The reports telegraphed of the burning of the 
gin-house of Ganier, near Buckhorn, and the loss 
of 850 tives, is incorrect. It was the store of D. 

aer at Tallulah, La., that was burned. Vicksburg 
s crowded with refugees, The plantations in the 
victnity of Arcola, on the west bank of Deer Creek 
aud back of Egg’s Point, are only partially over- 
flowed. 

The levee at Lovell’s, Palmyra Landing, gave 
way last night, and there is six feet of water there. 
The Ashweod Leyee, in Tensas Parish, has alse 
gone. Hurrieane Island is compieteiy under 
water. Capt. Leathers expresses the opinion that 
jn three days. there will not be an 
acre of land visible in Tensas_ Parish. 
The passengers on the steamer White say that 
the levee at Miiliken’s cannot possibly hold out if 
there is any further rise in the river. News from 
the tributary streams, Yazoo, Tallahatchie, and 
Sunfiower adds to the gloomy aspect of affairs. 
The eattle are receiving no attention, all efforts 
being directed to the preservation of horses and 
mules. Refugees and stock continue to arrive at 
this point in large numbers. 


Yazoo City, Miss., March 20.—The river at 
this point is two feet above the mark of 1867. It 
has risen one inch within the last 24 hours. Boats 
from above report the water at a stand and the ex- 
citement subsiding, but each steamer brings people 
and steck. A large percentage of the refugees are 
negroes. With a few exceptions they are provided 
for by the merchants and planters who have them 
employed. Some have gone to the hills to 
work temporarily, and as yet there is 
no suffering. Some remain in town and 
refuse to work, but clamor for Government 
rations. At this point very little assistance 
Js needed at present. The overflowed business 
houses of this city have had s¢affolds built to them, 
and business continues. There is an extra force of 
Police on duty day and night, and, with the excep- 
tion of a few cases of petty larceny, ne violations 
of the law have occurred. 


NrEw-ORLEANS, March 20.—A_ special dis- 
patch from Vicksburg to the Ttmes-Democrat, 
cated at midnight, yesterday, says the river has 
risen aninch in the past 24 hours, and is now sta- 
tionary. ‘Telegrams from Yazoo City report no 
change in the condition of affairs there. The 
steamer Carroll arrived there to-day with 350 mules 
and other stock, and 150 refugees from the 
overflowed section. It is believed that the 
river at Yazoo City will be at a stand to-morrow. 
It has falien an inch at Rick’s place above there. 
The steamer Headlight, from Davis’s Bend, 
brought to Vicksburg 200 head of stock and 300 
people, the majority of whom are in a most desti- 
tute condition. She reports Kamack, Hurricane, 
and Big Black Islands as completely submerged, 
not a strip of land being visible in that entire 
section. At Palmyra, in Davis’s Bend, 
rbout 80 acres of land are still above water. 
The steamer Wickson, from Eagle Bend, 
brought 75 head of stock and 75 people. She re-

every plantation is under water or affected by it. 
There are eight breaks in the levee along the par- 
ish front. The most disastrous of these is the 
Ship’s Bayou break, which has gradually 
widened, until it is now nearly a_ mile 
wide, and the water is rushing through in a stream 
20 feet deep, causing the flood water from the other 
breaks to rise 10 inches every 24 hours. The break 
at Ship's Bayou is between the upper and lower 
ends of Lake St. Joseph, both of which are near 
the river bank. When the break occurred, the 
water rushed through in such a volume as to raise 
the water in the Jake so rapidly that it ran out 
of the lower end into the river. The 
lands forming the island between the lake 
and the river are low but a ite rich. The whole 
island was soon submerged. The waterin some 
places in the parish runs over the tops of 
the plantation cabins. The planters, as the 
waters encroached upon their lands, sent their 
five stock across the river to the hills on the Mis- 
sissippi side. The loss of stock in the parish has 
been light. The planters are as hopeful as possi- 
ble under the extraordinary circumstances, If 
the water recedes by the first or middle 
of May they will be able to plent 
to a large extent. The overflow was earlier than 
usual and flooded the lands before plowing had 
been commenced. This will cause a dela 
of a week or_ two, as the plowing will 
have to be done as the water recedes. 
A letter written on the 17th inst. from St, Joseph 
by the President of the Police Jury of Tensas 
Parish says: “I have just traveled 27 miles over 
the highest portions of this parish in a boat. On 
nearly every plantation the negroes have 
been driven from their houses, and have 
taken refuge in the upper portions of the gin- 
houses. The water from the Ship’s Bayou break has 
washed away houses, fences, and everything in 
its path. The back water is higher here than ever 
before known, There are not 1,000 acres of land 
above water in the whole parish. The Land 
crevasse, in Ascension Parish, has not been closed, 
but continues to widen, and {is now reported 
to be 115 feet wide. The water is back- 
ing upon the lands in Ascension Parish above 
the break, and flooding the plantations below 
in that, and also in St. James’s Parish. A portion 
of the Burnside plantations is under water. The 
final outlet for this water is through Lake Maure- 
aor and thence into Lake Pontchartrain. There 
ave been no heavy rains in the Mississippi 
veley for the past. week, and the head-waters of 
all the streams in Arkansas, Mississippi, and 
Louisiana are reported falling. At New-Orleans 
theriver has scareely varied an inch in a week, 
standing, as now, eight inches below the high 
water of 1874.”

CRIME AND ITS RESULTS. 


OFFENSES REPORTED YESTERDAY—PROCEED- 
INGS IN CRIMINAL CASES, 


Ricumonp, Va., March 20.~Jake Wilker- 
s0D, a negro convict in the penitentiary, was shot 
last night by one of the guards while attempting 
to escape. He and four other convicts confined in 
the same cell had cuta hole through the wall 
which overlooks the outer yard, and Wilkerson 
was getting through the hole when shot. The 
prisoners had made a substantial rope by which to 
lower themselves tothe ground, and but for the 
timely discovery of Wilkerson’s movements he and 
his four cell-mates would have escaped. Wilker- 
sok was sent to the penitentiary from Mecklen- 
bure County for 20 years for burglary and jail- 
burning, and had served 16 years of his sentence. 
He will now get an additional five years. He is 
not fatally wounded. 

Denver, Col., March 20.—Information has 
reached here of a shooting affray at Caracas, Col., 
resulting in the killing of one Mexican and the 
dangerous wounding of another by F. P. Mawbry, 


an employe of the Denver and Rio Grande Rail- 


way. Mawbry owed the Mexicans $4 and offered 
to pay it, but the latter claimed $8 The dispute 
resulted in the Mexicans beating Mawbry, who 
shot in self-defense. The high positicn of the 
Mexicans created a bitter feeling among their 
countrymen, who were about to lynch Mawbry. 
He was taken tothe Chama Jail for safety, from 
which he has escaped. 

CHERRYFIELD, Me., March 20.—Mrs. Hattie 
Sprague, a widow, while leaving church here last 
evening, was killed by Chester Cunningham, who 
cut her throat: Forsome time Mrs. Sprague had 
received the attentions of Chester 8. Cunningham. 
Lately she had been visited by another young man, 
one J. R. Willey, of whom Cunningham became 
jealous. Yesterday afternoon Cunningham saw 
her on her way to anevening meeting at the vil- 
lage, and swore that if Willey waited on her home 
he would kill her. After the meeting Willey 
offered his arm to Mrs. Sprague, and they had 
walked about eight rods when Cunningham rushed 
up behind them, drew her head back with his left 
hand, reached over ber shoulder with his right, cut 
her throat by one stroke of his knife, and turned 
and fled. Mrs. Sprague lived only about 10 minutes. 
Cunningham was arrested this morning at the 
house of his sister. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., Mareh 20.—Jonathan 
Moyer, one of the five murderers to be hanged in 
this State on Friday next, has written a letter to 
Gov. Hoyt asking him to use his influence in secur- 
ing him a rehearing before the Board of Pardons, 
The prisoner says he had no connection with the 
murder of John Kintzler and wife, but admits that 
he assisted Emanuel Ettinger, who murdered the 
old people, in robbing the house the day after the 
tragedy. Gov. Hoyt has examined the papers in 
the case of Frank Small, of Allegheny County, who 
is also under sentence to be hanged on; Friday, to 
assist in determining what action he shall take on 
the application for a respite. The Governor is un- 
able to say whether the request will be granted, 
but thinks it revolting to hang aman while he is 
suffering from a terrible abscess in the throat, 
which is said to be the case with Small. 


THE Dauues, Oregon, March 20.—Tuscon 
Langdon and a man in his employ named Harrison 
were arrested at Langdon’s residence on the 
charge of killing A. H. Brooks and 8. J. Jory bya 
posse of citizens and were turned over to a Deputy 
Sheriff. After reaching the hotel a party of 
masked men overpowered the guard and shot 
Langdon dead. Harrison was hanged to the trestle- 
work of the bridge. None of the perpetrators has 
been identified. Nothing had been ascertained to 
implicate Harrison in the murder of Brooks and 
Jory, and his only offense seems to have been that 
he was in Langdon’s employ. 

CoLumsBvts, Ohio, March 20.—Frederick New- 
burgh, late Clerk in the Board of Public Works, 
who forged checks on the State Treasury to the 
amount of $20,000, and against whom 52 indict- 
ments were returned, to-day had a hearing on a 
motion for a new trial, he having been convicted 
on one charge. The motion was overruled, and he 
was sentenced to three years in the penitentiary.

Trenton, N. J., Mavch 20.—The galleries 
and lobbies of the Capitol were full to-night. It is 
rumored here that the Central Railroad Company is 
going to back out of the combination, claiming 
that the Pennsylvania Railroad Company is using 
it as acat’s paw, and the Pennsylvania reaping all 
the benefit, In the Senate this evening a bill was 
introduced authorizing the investment of trust 


funds in bonds of cities which have not defaulted 
in the payment of interest for 10 years. 
Bills were passed by the Senate requiring tele- 
graph companies to pay an annual tax of one-half 
of 1 per cent. on capital stock; increasing the juris- 
diction of the District Courts to $300; autsorizing 
Clerks of Common Pleas to take acknowledge- 
menis of deeds. The House spent two hours in 
the discussion of final adjournment, A resolution 
was offered tu fix Friday next for final adjourn- 
ment. The Speaker declared the resolution lost, 
and Mr. Parrot appealed from the deeision of the 
Chair. After a long discussion, the decision of 
the Chair was sustained by a strict party vote, and 
a resolution to postpone indefinitely was Jaid over. 
The Senate bill which allows the United Railroads 
to improve lands under water ou the Kill Von Kull 
and other places was referred to the Attorrey- 
General for an opinion as to its constitutionality, 
The bill authorizing Mayors of cities to suspend 
officers for defalcations was lost, also the bill to 
tax each horse car $15 annually.

TORNADO IN THH OHIO VALLEY. 

CINCINNATI, March 20.—A _ special from 
Lexington, Ky., says: ‘‘ A tornado passed over the 
northern portion of this city this afternoon, un- 
roofing many houses and demolishing the 
round-house of the Louisville aud Nashville 
Railroad. One man who was in the 
round-house was severely, if not fatally, injured. 
There was great destruction of farm property in 
the track of the tornado. A heavy rain fell here 


to-night, the gauge at the Signal Service sta- 
tion showing a fall of 2.54 inches within 
two hours, most of which fell between 8 and 9 
o'clock.” Speeials from Wilmington, Greenfield, 
Washington Court-house, and Circleville, Ohio 
show that heavy rains have fallen in Central and 
Southern Ohio to-day. At Wilmington the 
streams were swollen beyond precedent. Three 
large wasbouts occurred on the line of the Cincin- 
nati and Muskingum Valley Ratiroad, stopping 
all trains. At Greenfield, Paint Creek had 
risen a foot higher than any previous 
record, and much farm land was. over- 
flowed. There is a bad washout, including 
an embankment and trestle, on the Ohio Southern 
Railroad, above Greenfield. At Circleville the 
rains had so swollen Scippo Creek that the trestle 
on the Scioto Valley Railroad was out of line and 
trains were stopped. The Licking River is report- 
ed to be rising rapidly, and there cannot fail to be 
a substantial rise in the Ohio River.

*“RIGOLETTO” AT THE ACADEMY. 

The seventh subscription performance of 
the Spring season was given last night at the 
Academy of Music, with Verdi’s “ Rigoletto,” for 
the first time since the company returned from its 
travels in the provinces, The east was as follows: 
Gilda, Mlle. Rossini; Maddalena, Mile, Lauri: 
Contessa di Ceprano, Mile. Kalas; Il Duca, 
Signor Ravelli; Sparafucile, Signor Monti, 
and, for the first time in New-York un- 
der Mr. Mapleson’s management, Sigror Del 
Puente in the title rdle. The house 
was filled, and at times there was much enthusiasm 
expressed in admiration of a generally admirable 


performance. Aste the Gilda of Mlle. Rossini, a 


divided opinion may be expressed. It was not the 
equal of her Aida or of her Valentina, the two 
roles in which she has made her fame in New- 
York, the reason evidently being that she has 
devoted her talents to the dramatic declama- 
tory music of these rdles, and with her 
youth and inexperience she has not had 
a full opportunity to make her mark in 
other music. The part of Gilda requires what 
may be termed legitimate Italian singing, and isa 
crucial test of asoprano, While Mile. Rossini was 
in the early portions of the opera uneven in her 
performance and oceasionally disappointing, (no- 
tably in her delivery of ‘* Caro nome,”) she showed 
680 lauch earnestness and vigor as to keep the 
interest of her audience, and afterward in 
her work she made full amends for any 
early shortcomings. Reviewing her perform- 
ance in its entirety, it may be said that this 
very charming young artiste won a_ well- 
deserved success, and her evident intelligence and 
musical nature justify the anticipation that she will 
improve in the future. The two other artists who 
call for special mention were Signor Ravelli and 
Signor Del Puente. The former was in excellent 
voice and showed in Il Duca the advance he has 
made in his art. He aroused genuine enthusiasm 
by his singing of ‘‘La Donna e Mobile,” which 
was redemanded, and in the concerted music 
of the first act and in the quartet of the 
third act he owas effective and _ really 
meritorious, Some further knowledge of what is 
technically known as“ stage business’ and more 
attention to his fellow-performers than to the audi- 
ence is necessary to make Signor Ravelli a success- 
ful artist. Last night, however, he appeared to 
better advantage than he has ever done before. 
Signor Del Puente’s Rigoletto was, as might be 
expected, a powerful piece of acting. It was 
graceful, refined, and showed study and thought 
both in its conception and its delivery. No 
singer onthe lyric stage has won his way with 
more absolute success than Signor Del Puente. He 
invested the réle with the tragic pathos necessary 
to make it impressive, and in the duo with Gilda 
in the first act and the scene in the finale of the 
second act he was so good as to excite the audi- 
ence to unusual expressions of approval. No ar- 
tists could ask for more decided applause than 
Mile. Rossini and Signor Del Puente received at 
this part of the opera, and it is only fair to state 
that singers seldom deserve an equally cordial rec- 
ognition of their merits. 

The quartet in the third act by Mlle. Rossini, 
Mile. Lauri, Signor Ravelli, and Signor Del Puente 
was remarkably well given and had to be repeated. 
It has never been performed here in better style. 
Mile. Rossini sang with more force in it than at any 
other portion of the opera, and her voice was ring- 
ing and powerful throughout; Signor Ravelli gave 
the preliminary tenor solo in an admirable manner, 
and the ensemble effect was so good as to excite 
even those who have heard this familiar number 
over and over again. With so much to praise and 
80 little to criticise, Mr. Mapleson’s presentation of 
* Rigoletto” must be pronounced a decided suecess, 

To-morrow night “ L’Africaine” will be given, 
with new scenery, costumes, and appointments, 
and a cast which ineludes Signori Campanini, 
Galassi, and Novara, Mile. Dotti, Mile. Valerga, and 
Miss Minnie Hauk as Selika. The musical public

MISS DICKINSON AS HAMLET. 

Miss Anna Dickinson as Hamlet may in one 
respect be compared with Bottom in * Midsummer 
Night's Dream;"’ both, it is apparent, were not 
born actors. Yet Bottom was a {very good 
weaver, it is presumed; and Miss Dickinson 
hasbeen, in her time, an effective 
and able lecturer. But the man who can carve an 
ox is not necessarily the man who can digest 
beef; and it is, perhaps, a wise rule of nature 
which prevents men from being too versa- 
tile. Miss Dickinson’s acting in the char- 
acter of Hamlet has been nobly and profoundly 
discussed in pastoral regions which are indifferent 
to the judgment of a modest town like New-York. 
It has, we are told, brought a great deal of money into 
Miss Dickinson's purse; and a person who can 
play Hamlet and make money need hardly be ad- 
vised to give up the business. Yet it must be owned 
that Miss Dickinson makes a conspicuous example 
of pretentious and presumptious incompetence, 
when, divesting herself of what is good and 
strong in her individuality, and of what we are 
all glad to admire and to respect, she 
undertakes to bend her nature to a task for 
which she has neither genuine sympathy, 
knowledge, nor aptitude. Miss Dickinson, it 
need hardly be insisted upon, is an intellicent 
and a gifted weman in her manner; she must 
be regarded, therefore, with a certain consid- 
eration and seriousness which would not be 
wasted on a conventional offender; in think- 
ing of her as an _ actress one cannot 
quite forget that sne was something better. 
Yet it is difficult to refrain from amusing 
one’s self at her expense, since she is belligerent 
enough to excite and defy criticism. Her perform- 
ance in “ Hamlet’? was given for the first time 
here last night at the Fifth-Avenue Thea- 
tre before a large audience, which grew 
smaller asthe play went on. This performance 
had been previously seen in various parts of the 
country. But why, on grounds of good 
sense and true art, it should have been 
seen or should be repeated is a problem 
that no one save Miss Dickinson and some ardent 
friends of a particularly blue stripe can hope 
to fathom. The applause which was oceasion- 
ally bestowed upon the actress was directed, prob- 
ably, by the foolish sympathy of these friends. It 
was not so much a mark of approval as of 
unmitigated stupidity. lt was quite natural, 
however, that persons of the most different 
temper should watch the performance with 
curiosity. Miss Dickinson as Hamlet was at least 
a novel spectacle, A brief reference to this re- 
markable entertainment is all that need be writ- 
ten. Miss Dickinson’s outward appearance was 
that of an oppressively intellectuai youth, some- 
what man-like in shape, and large in face 
and features. She had two or three movye- 
ments of the body and two or three ges- 
tures, and these were made as serviceable 
as possible. Her action was either strained and 
stiff or irritably swaggerish; an action neither flesh 
nor fowl, neither of man nor of woman, and, as one 
might describe it, genderless. As to her voice, that 
was either flat and thin or entirely shrill, and it 
was used after the fashion of rustic preachers 
who expound St. Paul with whines and screeches 
and groans. Itis not easy, moreover, to discover 
the purpose of Miss Dickinson in this performance, 
which lacked in every sense emotional expression, 
dramatie spirit, and special interpretative power. 
The readings were almost uniformly bad,and,though 
some of the scenes were managed with independ- 
ent intelligence, the whole result was not of a 


kind to emphasize Miss Dickinson’s intel- 
ligence. Her clearest desire, it seemed to 
us, was to pitch her voiee as high 
as possible and to be as boisterously unnatural as 
& woman in 4 man’s part could make herself. Her 
ranting could barely be matched by our most emi- 
nent tragedians in their moments of greatest vigor; 
and her yelling was invariably started on an ear- 
splitting key. She was particularly coarse and 
rough to poor Ophelia; and _ the little 
argument between amlet and his mother 
was carried on in a fine feminine strain of 
vocal gymnastics. Miss Dickinson, it should be 
mentioned, did not act at hap-kazard. She was, in 
spite of the distressing results of her performance, 
singularly methodical. Her poses were arranged 
with care, and her manner was matter-of-fact. 
**If this be madnesas, there’s method in’t.” It was 
the combination of mechanical hardness with ag- 
gressive incapacity which made this performance 
of Hamiet one of the worst ransackings o 
that high and beautiful creation that we 
have yet endured. The proud, the gen- 
tle, the eéffeminately delicate and passion- 
ate Hamlet, with the strange _ illumination 
of imaginative power which glows through his na- 
ture and with the De gorge poetic charm and in- 
comparable grace ef his manner—this mysterious 
and enchanting being was, in the handling 
of Miss Dickinson, a garrulous and awkward 
eee, hie  seaeres. TB oF converse ee 
corpore . The e was prepos 
and it deserves no higher deference t the sharp 
of censure, Toe many belittling. 
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experiments are made upon the stage to-day, 
and too much encoyragement ts given to their 
undertakers—and the word is rightly used. All 
this degrades art. It should be set down 
here as a matter of some importance that 
@ more abominable crowd of emigrants—we 
are speaking of Miss Dickinson’s cempany—never 
mangled the divine language of William Shake- 
speare. After viewing their melancholy exhibition 
of Shakespearean interpretation, one is inclined to 
say to them with Pope: 


“'Ts yours to shake the soul 
With thunder-rumblings from the mustard-bow! |”

THE “* PIRATES” AT BOOTH’S. 

A very large andience greeted the presenta- 
tion, by Mr. John Stetson’s Boston Comic Opera

GOULD AND SAGE FALL 


Ve 
SHE MAGNATES OF THE &TOCK 
MARKET THREATEN 70 FIGHT. 
SAY GOULD GORS BACK ON THE MAM WHO 
OFTEN HELPED HIM—RUSSELL SAGE DE- 
FIANT AND VOWING VENGEANCE, 


The story was current in Wall-street yester- 
day that Mr, Jay Gould and Mr. Russell Sage had 
quarreled; ihat both were mad, and bent on war, 
It was alleged by the gossips of the Street that the 
recent bull camraign was much too vigorous to 
please Mr. Sage; that, in fact, the big rise jn prices 
had come sooner than was agreed, and had caught 
him unprepared and entailed heavy losses. Mr, 
Sage’s sales of “ calls’ were made on his understand- 
ing with Gould and Vanderbilt that the advance in 
the market should be gradual,the consequence being 
that the sudden jumps upward reached beyond his 
figures, and he found himself obliged to buy in 
stocks at quotations which sadly demoralized his 
bank account and his good nature, Mr. Sage re- 
quested Gould and Vanderbilt to calla halt. They 
cavalierly informed him that “‘the market must go 
up at any expense.” This was the story. Some 
brokers believed it; some brokers didn’t believe it. 
Few believed that Jay Gould dare cut loose from 
Russell Sage, howsoever strengthened Mr. Gould 
might feel himself to be through “combina- 
tions” with Mr. Vanderbilt. It is known that 
Mr. Gould has found occasion more than once in 
the not distant past to call upon Russell Sage for 
the wherewithal to meet engagements and main- 
tain his eredit, It was when boasting bull stories 
Were recently afloat to the effect that Mr. Jay 
Gould had money in bank subject to call to the 
amount of over $21,000,000 that Mr. Russell Sage’s 


offer toadvance $3,000,000 as a loan was hailed as 
a token of friendship not to be despised. And this 
Was but one case of many wherein Sage has op- 
portunely come forward as Gould’s banker. 

In the Gould-Vanderbilt coalition the operators 
were William H. Vanderbilt, hie three sons, Cor- 
nelius, William K., and Frederiek; Samuel F, Bar 
ger, and Augustus Schell, upon one side; Jay 
Gould, Frank Work, Cyrus W. Field, and Russell 
Sage, upon the other. The combination was 
brought about largely through the personal exer- 
tions of Mr. Sage, and the/final agreement, it is un- 
derstood, was reached over a social cup of coffee 
from Mr. Sage’s china. Mr. Sage was explicitly 
promised that the advance in prices should be 
manipulated slowly and gradually. Mr. Sage placed 
his privileges and made his dealings in the Stock 
Exchange on the strength of such promises, 
But Mr. Gould and Mr. Vanderbilt discovered that 
very much more money was to be scooped in 
through a sudden and tremendous rush, and the 
market was ** boosted” two,%three, four, and more 
points atatime. Mr. Gould served notice that he 
was going alone—** on my own hook,” is the way 
he expressed it. He was willing to depart for this 
once from his life-long record of religiously keep- 
ing promises and proving loyal to his friends, 

‘*Tam lame at times,” he said. ‘* The safe plan 
is to start early and sweep everything for all it is 
worth.” The same expression fell from his lips a 
couple of months or s0 ago, when, returning from 
his Western trip, he asserted that bad times ex- 
isted nowhere except in New-York City; that the 
whole country was crammed with a and 
the time for a big bull campaizn was at hand. He 
went into the market and bought right and left. 
Conservative men in the Street told him that his 
operations were ill-advised, and warned him that 
the financial difficulties in France—the failure of 
the Union Générale—would have a depressing 
effect bere and furnish the bears with weapons. 
Men who claim to know say that Mr. 
Sage in particular protested against the pur- 
chases of Gould, and insisted that the in- 
stitution of a bull market at that juncture was alto- 
gether impracticable. Mr. Gould, however, scorned 
all counsel, He went upon his “own hook,” and 
“started early.”” He soon wished he hadn’t. Over 
$6,000,000 of stock was bought for his account, but 
the purchases were hardly concluded when Euro- 
pean influences reached New-York, and sellers of 
stock outnumbered buyers a hundred to one. Mr. 
Gould was caught. He saw priees slipping away 
from him in an exasperating fashion, and no 
amount of brag and bluster could hold the market 
up. The Cammack-Smith-Hutchings clique were 
in high glee. The bears drove everything 
before them. Mr. Gould reached a mood where 
he was much more willing to accept advice. He 
Was very solicitous, indeed, to have Mr, Sage sug- 
gest expedients for escape from the most un- 
—— predicament into which he had fallen. 

ir. Sage gave him the assistance he needed. 
Gould's big blocks of stocks were piled upon the 
market; prices were sent whirling downward, and 
on the $6,000,000 of stock there was a clear loss to 
Mr. Gould of at least $400,000. But he caught up 
the securities again at bottom prices, and was 
able thus to even up. This coup was under the 
direction of Russell Sage, and Gould’s protesta- 
tions of gratitude were loud and long. 

That Gould should again run counter to Mr. 
Sago’s counsel was hardly expected by insiders, It 
has been declared, however, that Jay Gould has 
become bitterly jealous of Russell Sage, and has 
fallen into the pleasant habit lately of setting up 
anti-Sage opinions at in 9 gers @ opportunity. 
Rumor has insinuated that Mr. Goula, taught by a 
not over-sweet experience, entertains the fear 
that he may awake some fine morning 
soon and find that his shrewder neighbor 
has possessed himself of the Gould fortune. 
In more than one co-operative deal Sage has come 
outa long way ahead and Gould a correspond- 
ingly long way behind. The alliance with William 
H. Vanderbilt encouraged Gould to take a strong 
stand for his own views and policy—or Vanderbilt's 
views and policy—against the views and policy of 
Mr. Sage. The ideaof the “Spring opening” in 
Mr. Gould’s office last week, and the alleged ex- 
hibition of $53,000,000 of stocks, was an idea in- 
dorsed by Vanderbilt and opposed by Sage, though 
subsequently, as a good and consistent bull, Mr. 
Sage came into the breach and gave such testi- 
mony as was desired. 

Mr. Sage’s eall for a halt in the bull campaign 
was served upon Gonld and Vanderbilt Saturday 
night. The refusal of the *‘combination”’ to re- 
spect Mr. Saze’s claims was promptly forthcoming. 
Mr. Gould and Mr. Sage are said to have indulged 
In a personal interview of an exceedingly enter- 
taining character. Some extremely interesting 
facts were hinted at—facts of which the outside 
world has heard little so far, but facts, the friends 
of Mr. Sage suggest, of which the world may not 
much longer be kept in ignorance. Gould de- 
clined to call off his bull brokers and insin- 
nated that so long as he was backed by 
Vanderbilt he had not the slightest cause for oppo- 
sition from any quarter. Mr. Sage insinuated it 
vould not bea long time before Mr. Gould would 
change his mind. Gould declared that no man nor 
set of men could hurt him. Mr. Sage talked about 
prospective sackcloth and ashes, and indulged in a 
tew raey reminiscences. Gould got mad, Sage 

ot mad. Gould gnashed his teeth Sage shook 
Fis fist, and then each magnate went his way, Mr. 
Gould te send gossip through Wall-street to the 
effect that Sage had been caught in the market; 
Mr. Bage to vow defiance—or worse.

THE QUESTION OF LOWER RATES BEFORE 
THB ALDERMANIC COMNITTEE. 

The Aldermanic Committee on Ferries and 
Franchises met again yesterday to consider the 
reselution introduced in the Common Council re- 
questing the Legislature to pass the bill reducing 
the passenger rates on the Thirty-fourth-street 
ferry to Long Island City from 4 cents to 2 cents, 
The East River Ferry Company was represented 
by President Withers and Lawyer O’Brien, Presi- 
dent Gleason, of the Long Island City Common 
Council, and other citizens were on hand to advo- 


cate lower ferry rates. Mr. Gleason claimed 
that fares could be reduced and still leave 
the company plenty of margin for profit. Travel 
was increasing each year over the ferry. Last year, 
he asserted, 12,000,000 persons were carried on the 
Thirty-fourth-street ferry, besides many thousands 
of teams. The receipts from passengers alone 
were $480,000. At 2 cents it would have been 
$240,000, while the expense of running the ferry 
was only $170 a day, or $62,050 for the year. To 
this he added $48,490 for interest on capital and the 
y vom tog, debt, making a total of $110,540. These 
figures, he claimed, showed conclusively that fares 
could be reduced without barkrupting the corpora- 


tion. 

President Withers presented maps of the prop- 
erty owned by his company and declared that the 
statements of its immense value made by citizens 
at a previous meeting of the committee were ‘all 
moonshine” and the * veriest nonsense.” Lawyer 
O’Brien put in a statement of the company’s finan- 
cial condition showing that the assets were $668,- 
299 75, while the liabilities were $703,982 92. No 
dividends, he said, had been paid by the company 
between 1860 and 1870, and from 1870 to 1880 the 
dividends were only at the rate of 7 per cent. per 
oe For the past 18 months only one dividend of 

+6 per cent had been declared. 

* Why,” said President Gleason at this point, 
“Mr. Withers himself told me the company was 
willing to reduce the fares."’ 

“ That statement is unqualifiedly untrue,’ ejacu- 
lated Mr. Withers, jumping to his feet. 

** What!” shouted Alderman Gleason. ‘“ Didn't 
youcome to me the other night and show me 4 
statement in writing that you would be willing to 
reduce the fares during certain hours of the day?” 

“Tl asked you whether such a reduction would 
be acceptable to the neople,”’ replied Mr. Withers, 
“ but I did not say I was willing to make it.” 

Ex-Assemblyman Keegan handed to the commit- 
tee a long affidavit, made by him on April 13, 1878, 
in which he declared that he was a member of the 
Assembly and introduced a bill relating to the pas- 
senger rates on the Thirty-fourth-street ferry. 
The bill was referred to the Committee on Com- 
merce and Navigation. Soon afterward, accord- 
ing to the affidavit, Mr. Keezan was 4 peg to 
meet President Withers at the Brevoort House, and 
did so. Mr, Withers told him the bill was unjust 
to the ferry company, and tried to induce Mr. Kee- 
gan not to press the bill. As the interview ter- 
minated Mr. Withers put his right hand in his 
pocket, saying, ‘‘Mr. Keegan, I will be happy to see 

ou at any time; callagain.” Then he withdrew 
iis hand and extended it to Mr. Keegan, who 

rasped it, and felt “a roll of crumpled paper” in 

ft. Mr. Keegan left at once. On another visit to’ 
the City Mr. Keegan was approached by the Super- 
intendent of the ferry company and asked to see 

President Withers again, but declined. On still 
another visit here he was told by a well-known 

man interested in the company that he could have 
what he wanted if he wouid let his bill be sent 

back to the Committee on Commerce and Naviga- 
tion. 

Lawyer O’Brien and President Withers declared 
their intention to lay before the committee affida- 
vits denying Mr. Keegan's affidavit, and Chairman 
Levy said they would be received, although the 
whole thing was a personal matter between Mr. 
Withers and Mr. Keegan, and the committee had 
nothing to do with it. Messrs. Levy, Kenney, and 
Fleischbein, composing the committee, then went 
into executive session. They will agree upon their 
report within a few days.

TRIAL OF ALDERMAN JONES ON 


CHARGE OF CONSPIRACY, 


The trial of Alderman Harry O. Jones, of 
Brooklyn, indicted for conspiring, as alleged, with 
his brother in-law, George W. A. Stuart, the ab- 
sconding Secretary of the Board of Education, to 
defraud the city of eertain moneys, amounting in 
all to nearly $250,000, was set down for trial yes- 
terday in the Kings County Court of Ses- 
sions. Both sides were ready, and the work 
of selecting a jury was proceeded with 


at once, and eontinued slowly until 6 
o’clock in the evening. By that time the first panel 
was exhausted. Nine jurors had been obtained 
and the case was adjourned until to-morrow. From 
the questions addressed to the jurors it appeared 
that the defense are determined to have no men 
on the jury who are acquainted with any member of 
the Board of Education, or have known any one who 
has been a member during the past 10 years. The 
prosecution seemed anxious to exclude men from 
the jury, who oy to benevolent associations. 
Justice Pratt has disapproved of the bond for 
$100,000 furnished by Henry Hamilton, a livery 
stable keeper, for Alderman Jones. Application 
will be made by counsel for the accused man to 
substitute John Devlin on the bond. Mr. Deylin 
was examined as to his property at the trme-that 
Hamilton underwent examination, some doubt 
being expressed as to whether Hamilton would be 
accepted.

PROPOSING 70 LEND SMALL SUMS 
TO THE DESHERVING POOR, 
CLERGYMEN AND OTHERS DEVISING MEANS 
FOR DISPENSING CHARITABLE AID—A 
NEW PLAN UNDER CONSIDERATION, 

A conferenee was held in the rooms of the 
State Charities Aid Association, at No, 6 East Four- 
teenth-street, yesterday afternoon for the purpose 
of considering the subject of administering charity 
in such a manner as shall help the poor te help 
themeelves, The meeting was called by the Com- 
mittee on the Elevation of the Poor in their 
Homes, The members of that committee have 
carefully studied the loan relief system and are 
convinced of its wisdom and practicability, They 


have all the information necessary for the organi- 
zation of a Loan Relief Association and are desir- 


ous of arousing general publio attention to this ‘ 


branch of charitabie work, The chief object of 
the loan relief system is “to help to lift life’s 
burdens in such a way that the self-supporting 
poor shall have, in times of distress, the aid they 
peed, without that sacrifice of self-respect which 
tends to pauperism."” The two large rooms of the 
State Charities Aid Association were crowded to 
overflowing during yesterday’s meeting, the greater 


number of persons present being ladies. The Hon. 
John Jay presided, and with him on tho platform 
were the Rev. Dr. H. C. Potter, the Rev. Dr. John 
Hall, and the Rev. W. F. Watkins. The last named 
geatiemen opened the exercises with prayer, The 

on. John Jay briefly explained the object of the 
meeting. He alluded to the loan relief system, and 
said that it was part of the general scheme of the 
State Charities Aid Association that every measure 
proposed for public adoption should first be sub- 
jected to careful examination. 

The Rev. Dr. Potter, representing the Committee 
on the Elevation of the Poor in their Homes, said 
that the true prinesiple of charity was to do for the 
poor in the interest of justice and not of alms-giv- 
ing. True philanthropy should give to the unfor- 
tunate what it has to give themas a matter of 
grace and not of debt. All charity should be based 
onthe recognition of that common brotherhood 
that binds us all together. Money should be 
lent, not given, to the deserving poor, and that 
would place charitable aid upon the basis of 
co-operation, It was necessary to make 
the poor man’s moral nature better, and 
stimulate his manhood to make him_ better, 
Mrs. Sarah T. Sands read a paper on the subject of 
the ** Loan Relief System.”’ She said that it was at 
first a question whether the loan relief system as 
carried out in England would work here. With 
some modifications, however, the system has 
proved a success. ‘The loan system was begun in 
this country a few years ago with a capital of $50. 
The experience of the New-York society had 
shown, the lady said, that it was unwise to loan 
any person a penny without taking some sort of se- 
curity. If work is given out then there should be 
a lien on that work. Demands for assistance were 
ulways numerous, and it required the most careful 
discretion to give the assistance required without 
encouraging pauperism. Work was unguestionably 
the best boon that could be given to the poor man. 
No honest man will accept gratuitous money as- 
sistance, if he can have an opportunity to earn the 
same money. Mrs. Sands advocated the organiza- 
tion of employment bureaus in connection with 
every chapel in the City. The Sixteenth Ward 
Loan Rellef Association, which was started in this 
City in 1877, had loaned out $500 to poor people, 
and had lost of that amount only $4. 

Dr. John Hall sald there was very little need of 
addressing the audience betore him in behalf of 
charity. His listeners all appreciated the necessl- 
ties of the poor, and fully recognized the obliga- 
tions that rested upon them. He said that whilo 
one class of people were endeavoring honestly and 
carefully to do good to those who were in distress, 
there was animmense amount of money wasted 
annually by public officers who were appointed to 
disburse funds for the relief of the poor. He hoped 
that the evils of the public charity relief system 
would soon be redressed. All of the churches and 
chapels had a great deal to do with poor people, 
and the speaker believed that a great deal of good 
was done among the needy and destitute throngh 
church agencies. He was a firm believer in the 
efficacy of personal work. The distributor of pe- 
cuniary aid among the poor should be in close con- 
tact with the people, that the giving might be in a 
sympathetic apd considerate way. There were 
more than 800 churches and more than 180 chapels 
of various denominations in the City, and ff they 
could all be united in some intelligent system of 
charitable work, through such agenciesas the Loan 
Relief Association, Dr. Hall said, there could be no 
telling how great the advantage to the poor would 
be. He regarded the improving of the condi- 
tion of the poorer. classes as & stern 
duty of society, and hoped to see all Chris- 
tian people interest themselves in the matter. 
Some interesting statements were made by Mrs. 
Dickinson of the workings of the loan relief sys- 
tem in the East Side Chapel] on First-avenue, She 
said that in almost every instance where money 
had been loanea to poor people the loans had done 
ten times as much good as the same amounts would 
have done If bestowed as gifts. It had been shown 
that $30 in loaned money had in a short time done 
the work that $80 would have done if given out- 
right, and $80 in loaned money had done the work 
that would have required $230 if the money had 
been given away. For instance, $58 judiciously 
loaned had enabled five persons to buy sewing- 
machines, and smal! sums loaned from time to time 
had started poor people in various self-supporting 
industries. Mrs. Dickinson explained that both 
general and private loan funds were used by the 
East Side Chapel Society. The Rev, James Mar- 
shall, of the DeWitt Memorial Chureh, made an 
earnest speech in favor of organized and systematio 
charity. Mr. Bowne, Secretary of the Society for 
Improving the Condition of the Poor, briefly in- 
dorsed the plan of the loan relief system. Miss M. 
M. MeBryde explained what was being done by the 
Loan and Relief Assoviation of the Church of the 
Holy Trinity. There were five departments in that 
association—the money loan, the.-loan to the sick, 
the ceal club, the grocery store, and the penny fund, 
The money loan was established just a year ago 
with a capital of $84, and has been very successful. 
The grocery store is conducted on the basis of a 
ing groceries at wholesale ana selling to the poor in 
small quantities at very nearly wholesale prices, 
The store now has about 30 eustomers. It is open 
every Tuesday morning and Thursday afternoon. 
The establishment is conducted strictiy on business 

rinciples, and nothingis given away. Poor people, 
,0wever, can buy in justas small quantities as they 
desire. An ounce of tea or a quarter of a pound of 
sugar Will be sold to them at the same proportion- 
ate price asa pound or more. The penny fund is 
conducted on the savings bank plan, and 2 per 
cent, interest is paid on ail deposits of $1 and up- 
ward. A paper prepared by Willard Parsons on 
“Coal Clubs” was next read. Mr. Parsons stated that 
the chief object of the coal clubs was to enable the 
poor to buy their coal in small quantities by install- 
ments at the same rate as though they bought by 
the ton. It was said that if active coal clabs could 
be organized in every ward in New-York there 
would soon be no need to make free distributions 
of coal at the public expense. Mr. Parsons stated 
that coal which was sold from the mines at from 
$1 to $2 a ton cost the oceupants of tenement- 
houses at the rate of $10 a ton. : 

James B. Dill, a young lawyer, spoke on the sub- 
ject of legal aid in charity. He said that his asso- 
ciates and bimself had been doing systematic legal 
workin aid of the poor for aboutayear. Their 
labors had been confined to the Sixteenth Ward, 
and their work had not cost the Loan Relief Asso- 
elation a dollar, but they had recovered $4,000 in 
small amounts for poor people during the year. 
The City was full of rascals, Mr. Dill sald, who 
never hesitated to take advantage of the dread 
that all ignorant people have of the law, to frighten 
them into sarvendestis their money, their furniture, 
and frequently their homes, when the intervention 
of legal aid might save the puor creatures every- 
thing. The speaker said that if the legal element 
was introdueed into charity throughout the entire 
City he was confident that at least 5,000 homes 
might be saved totheir poor owners. Mrs. Joseph- 
ine Shaw Lowell, of the State Board of Charities, 
made a few remarks on the science of helping the 


poor,

TOPICS BEFORE THE BAPTIST FASTORS. 

At the meeting of the Baptist Pastors yes- 
terday. the Rev. Dr. R. S. MacArthur delivered an 
address on “Aggressive Christian Werk.” The 
Doctor said that preaching should be positive in- 
stead of expository. When a man begins to talk 
of the past he is getting old. The past was not 


better than the present either in piety or morals. 
In proof of this he referred to the late President 
Garfield, and said it was a glorjous thing to live in 
the time and generation of the man for whom 
more prayers were offered and more tears were 
shed than for any other man who ever set foot on 
God’s tootstool., eturning to the subject of 
preaching, he said there are a great many things 
that we do not know and a few things that we do 
know. Preachers should preach about the things 
they know. He considered it an impertinence for 
a man to get up in the pulpit and preach his doubts, 
He condemned the preaching of politics from the 

ulpit. He felt sure his brother preachers and 

aptists generally would unite with him in con- 
demning the recent action of the United States 
Senate in passing the bil] against Chinese immi- 

ration. He felt that this land should be an asylum 
frat peoples. Weshould let the Chinese come, 
and take the opportunity to lead them into the 
Temple of God. 

Dr. MacArthur’s remarks were frequently inter- 
rupted by applause, and warmly commended in the 
running discussion of them that followed. The 
Rev. Mr. Hill especially approved of the Doctor's 

osition about politics in the pulpit. ‘Some min- 
sters,’’ he said, ‘can’t mama @ sermon except a 
Grant sermon or a Conkling sermon.” The Rev. 
Dr. Kendrick, President of Shurtleff College, of 
Alton, iL, told of the difficulties encountered in 
establishing Western colleges. Shurtleff is now, 
however, he said, in good condition. He was sorry 
to find that many Eastern Baptists had never heard 
of such a cellege, and he had found that Eastera 
capital was much more ready to develop Western 
railroads than Western education.

A STATEN ISLAND MYSTERY, 


—_—-—— 
THE STORY OF A MURDER TOLD BY TWO 


SMALL CLIFTON BOYS, 


The residents of Stapleton and Clifton, Stat- 
en Island, are agitated over the story of a mysteri- 
ous murder on the beach, about three miles from 
the former place, on Saturday. The story is told 
by two small boys, named Patrick Clark and John 
Lackey, aged 11 and 12 years, respectively, They 
are the children of respectable working people 
who live in St. Mary’s-avenue, Cliften, The boys 
say that on Saturday afternoon they were wander- 
ing along the east shore of the island, about half a 
mile from Fort Wadsworth, at about 3:30 o’clock, 
when a row-boat with two men in it put out from 
the Quarantine Hospital and landed one of the 
men on the beach below a bathing-house on Kittle- 
bache’s farm, The other man then pulled back to 
the hospital. The man who landed was of medium 


size and were a derby hat and monkey jacket. 
The boys paid littie attention to the man, and 
about 15 minutes after he landed saw him 
standing at the north-east corner of the 
bathing-house, in conversation with two men 
whom they had not seen before, and who 
wore long overcoats and derby hats, The 
boys say they were standing about 3800 feet from 
the three men, when the two with long coats eud- 
denly drew large, niekel-plated revolvers and each 
fired at the man in the monkey jacket, from a dis- 
tance of not mere than four feet. The vietim threw 
up his arm, screamed, and fell. The boys were 
panic-stricken, and started to run, after which 
they heard two more shots fired. They say that 
the man was facing the bathing-houses when he 
fell, and that the first shot sounded very indistinct 
and the other three very lond. The boys were so 
badly frightened that they ran through a shallow 
pond and across the fleld to their homes. They 
told the story to their parents, who reported it to 
the Police. They made an Investigation yesterday 
morning, but failed to find any evidenees of any 
affair of the kind. 

A Times reporter visited the spot yesterday, ac- 
companied by the two boys. The bathing-honse, 
near which they say the shooting occurred, is a 
rickety two-story affair ina desolate spot on the 
beach, directiy opposite the Quarantine hospital, 
It is between high and low water marks, and the 
waves had washed over it for two nights, obliter- 
ating any marks in the sand which might have 
borne witness toa struggle. On the spot where 
the boys say the shooting was done the reporter 
picked up three cartridge shells of 32 calibre, which 
were half buried in the sand. They are of the kind 
generally used with a navy revolver. Inqutries 
of persons living in the vicinity developed 
the faet that there is & great deal 
of duck and snipe shooting done on the beach, and 
that revolver shots would therefore have attracted 
no attention. The boys’ stories are generally be- 
lieved by their neighbors and the Police, and the 
fact that each telis the same story in detail sepa- 
rately goes tar toward establishing its truth. In- 
quiries in the villages of Stapleton and Clifton fail 
to show that any strangers were noticed there on 
Saturday, or that any one ia missing from either 
place. Should a man have been shet, as the boys 
relate, his body might have been washed away by 
the tide at night, or taken up by his murderers and 
buried or hidden in the adjacent woody swamp. 

Health Officer Smith, of the ‘ narantine Hospital, 
saidJast night that no one left that place on Satur- 
day afternoon ina small boat, as the hospital ts 
under his direction and the Quarantine rules are 
rigidly enforced,

CRUSHED BY THE CARS,

AW ACCIDENT ON THE SECOND-AVENUE ELE- 
VATED RAILROAD, 

At the up-town station of the Second-avenue 
elevated railroad, at First-avenue and First-street, 
at 10:40 A. M. yesterday, William Blau, aged 56, of 
No. 21 Avenue A, purchased a ticket from H. 8S. 
Simms, the ticket agent in charge. As he reached 
the platform a train was moving away and Blau 
dropped his ticket into the box and walked out on 
the platform to wait for the next train. At this 
time of the day the trains run on five minutes’ head- 


way. While waiting for the succeeding train Blau 
walked to the upper end of the platform, and lean- 
ing against the railing looked over into the street. 
Something passing in the street engaged his atten- 
tion so closely that he was not aware that 
the train he was waiting for had arrived 
and deposited its passengers and_ started 
again until looking round he saw _ the 
cars moving. He made a dash for the train and 
endeavored to get on the rear platform of the sec- 
ond car. He missed his footie and fell between 
the second and third cars. The accident was seen 
by one of the brakemen on the train, who pulled 
the bell-rope, but before the train could be stopped 
Blau bad been dragged along the track for nearly 
15 feet, It was necessary to uncouple the cars to 
lift him from the track. He was unconscious and 
terribly pores. having been crushed between the 
care and the edge of the platform. Both legs and 
his left arm were crushed, and he received serious 
internal injuries. He was taken to Bellevue Hospi- 
tal, where his injuries were regarded as fatal.

At the iast meeting of the Trustees of the

and a company of 64 were sent West. Theaverage 
attendance at the 21 day and the 11 night schools 
was 4,865. At the six lodging-houses 26,969 meals 
and 18,794 lodgings were supplied. Two hundred 
and twenty-six boys and girls were provided with 
places. The Eleventh Ward lodging-house was re- 
ported to be inadequate for the work. 

On the 29th of December, 1881, Jacob Harris 
gave to William H. Lyon & Co. $2,000in green- 
backs, for which he was to receive $2,016 in trade 
doliars.

Frederick G. Dunstatter, of La Farge’s, was 
made temporary Chairman, and Frederick Bee- 
ling, of Tiffany’s, Secretary. George R. Duckett, 
of Tiffany’s; J. P. Reiffel, of Tuno’s: J. Hark, of 
Frederick’s; Walter Ross, of Foulk’s; Thomas 
Wright, of La Farge’s; Charles Steitzel, of Col- 
gate’s, and F. Winton, of Booth’s, were elected a 
committee to draft a constitution. 


A verdict for $20 damages was given against 
Policeman Thomas Bowes by a jury in the Marine 
Court yesterday. The plaintiff was Moses Schlan- 


eky, of No. 78 Bayard-street. He charged that 
Policeman Bowes committed an assault and bat- 
tery upon him with his fists on Feb. 4, 1881. The

Court not long ago te bring suit to recover a 
balance due on work done for Mrs. Marx, of No. 76 
Allen-street. While on his way he met a man near 
the Clerk's office who asked him his business. 
Hellman told him, and the man, whose name he 
afterward ascertained to be Leo C. Meyer. said it 
would be necessary to give him $2. Hellman did 
80, and Meyer, who announced that he had au- 
thority from the court to act as Marshal, assured 
him that he was attending to the case. No pro- 
ceeding, however, was begun by Meyer against 
Mrs. Marx, and Hellman demanded a return of the 
money. Myer sald he had spoken to the Judge, 
and it was “all right.” Then Hellman becan a 
suit for the recovery of the money.
